President  Swig  opened  her  report  stating  that  the  Commission  had 
lost  a  good  friend  and  fellow  Commissioner  in  William  Gaylord' s 
passing.   She  stated  that  although  he  was  only  with  the  Commission 
a  short  time,  he  was  known  for  his  dedication  to  San  Francisco  and 
served  the  City  in  many  capacities.   In  conclusion,  she  stated  that 
although  the  Commission  did  not  have  the  opportunity  to  benefit  from 
the  experience  of  Commissioner  Gaylord 's  true  strength  in  the  short 
time  he  was  with  the  Commission,  he  reflected  a  committment  that 
all  of  the  Commission  acknowledges. 


Administrative  Action:   A  resolution  will  be  drawn  up  in  memory  of 
Commission  Gaylord  in  sincere  appreciation  of  his  talents  and 
efforts  in  behalf  of  San  Francisco  and  the  Arts  Commission.   A 
letter  of  sympathy  will  be  sent  to  his  family. 

President  Swig  then  reported  she  would  not  be  seeking  reelection  and 
stated  her  appreciation  and  gratitude  in  serving  as  Commission  President 
the  past  five  years.   She  commended  the  Director,  Claire  Isaacs  and 
Assistant  Director  Michael  Bell  ,  as  well  as  the  staff,  their  programs 
and  progress  she  has  witnessed  during  her  tenure.   She  stated  at  length 
her  thoughts  on  the  goals  and  priorities  of  the  Arts  Commission  and 
the  the  necessity  that  the  Arts  Commission  must  always  be  the  vanguard 
for  the  arts  in  San  Francisco  and  the  necessity  also,  to  always  take 
advantage  to  communicate  to  the  public  the  role   the  Arts  Conmiission 
plays  in  City  government.   In  conclusion  she  stated  her  pleasure  and 
pride  in  working  with  the  other  Commissioners  and  commended  and  acknow- 
ledged their  hard  work. 
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II.  PRESIDENT'S  REPORT   (continued) 

Commissioner  Taliaferro  stated  to  President  Swig  his  appreciation,  as  being  a 
past  president,  of  the  excellent  job  she  has  performed  and  that  through  her 
personal  energy  and  established  community  relationships,  she  has  brought  about 
more  accomplishments  during  her  tenure  as  president  than  any  other  he  could  think 
of  since  the  inception  of  the  Arts  Commission  in  1932.   In  conclusion  he  stated  that 
the  Commission  has  been  proud  of  her  presence  as  President  and  he  moved  that  a 
resolution  be  prepared  for  presentation  at  the  February  meeting  in  appreciation  of 
her  service  on  behalf  of  the  Arts  Commission  and  the  City  of  San  Francisco. 

President  Swig  read  to  the  Commission  the  letter  from  the  Mayor  regarding  the  Arts 
Commission's  excellent  overall  performance  on  the  annual  Management  by  Objective 
goals.   The  Commission  exceeded  its  goals  on  all  projects.   She  also  reported  to 
the  Commission  that  the  Mayor's  revenue  package  passed  and  in  conclusion  she 
announced  that  Commissioner  Piero  Patri  will  be  resigning  his  position  on  the 
Arts  Commission  but  will  continue  to  serve  on  the  State/Local  Advisory  Task  Force 
and  the  Friends  of  the  Arts.   President  Swig  conmended  Commissioner  Patri,  stating 
he  has  been  a  true  leader  and  activist  on  the  Commission  and  that  he  would  be 
sorely  missed. 

Concluding  her  report.  President  Swig  recommended  the  Arts  Commission  establish  further 
on-going  collaboration  with  other  City  Commissions' "presidents.   President  Alexandra 

Phillips  of  the  Fine  Arts  Museum  Board  of  Trustees  stated  agreement  with  President 
Swig  and  affirmed  ehr  parting  remarks  of  the  need  for  initiating  good  publicity 
to  keep  the  public  informed  of  the  programs  and  services  performed  by  the  City's 
public-service  agencies  for  the  arts. 

III.  ELECTION  OF  OFFICERS 

President  Swig  requested  nominations  for  President  for  the  year  1986.   Commissioner 
Vedenksy  nominated  Jacqueline  Nemerovski;  seconded  by  Commissioner  Swig  and 
Commissioner  Taliaferro  moved  the  nominations  be  closed.

Commissioners  Swig,  Patri  arid  Taliaferro  commended  Commissioner  Dmitri  Vedenksy 
for  his  fine  work  and  service  serving  the  Commission  by  working  on  difficult 
committees,  and  his  being  a  responsible,  patient  and  knowledgable  leader  . 
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III.  DIRECTOR'' S  REPORT 

Director  Isaacs  congratulated  President  Nemerovski  and  Vice  President  Robert 
LaRocca  and  pledged  her  support  and  cooperation  in  the  coining  months;  she 
acknowledged  out-going  President,  Commissioner  Roselyne  Swig  and  Vice- 
President,  Dmitri  Vedensky  and  she  thanked  them  for  their  support. 

Public  Relations 

Director  Isaacs  stated  that  she  will  be  meeting  with  the  new  public  relations 
consultants  contracted  by  the  Arts  Commission  to  begin  planning  their  role  to 
produce  specific  public  relation  results  and  to  enable  the  Arts  Commission  staff  to 
set  public  relations  objectives  and  priorities  that  are  consistent.   She  added  that 
one  of  the  tasks  Mary  Miles  Ryan  will  be  undertaking  is  to  hold  a  workshop  for  the 
staff  on  how  to  issue  press  releases. 

Arts  Commission  Computerization 

Director  Isaacs  reported  she  has  been  meeting  with  Business  Volunteer  for  the  Arts, 
Linda  Coven,  to  further  assess  the  Commission's  need  for  a  computer.   Ms.  Coven  has 
met  with  several  of  the  staff  already  and  a  number  of  the  program  heads  will  soon 
be  meeting  with  her  to  discuss  their  program  needs.   Other  City  government  offices 
are  using  the  Wang  system  and  from  discussions  with  Ms.  Coven,  she  concluded,  it 
appears  that  the  IBM  system  may  be  the  most  useful  for  the  Arts  Commission. 

Budget 

Director  Isaacs  announced  that  due  to  the  1985-86  budget  cuts,  the  Account  Clerk' s 
position  will  not  be  filled.   She  reported  also  that  two  checks  were  received  re- 
cently.  A  check  for  $15,000  for  support  of  the  Neighborhood  Arts  Program  and 
Annual  Arts  Festival  was  received  from  Chevron  USA,  and  Levi  Strauss  Foundation 
sent  a  gift  of  $5,000  for  the  Neighborhood  Arts  Program.   In  conclusion  of  her 
report.  Director  Isaacs  stated  work  will  begin  on  the  proposed  1990  Pacific  Rim 
Festival  that  was  discussed  at  the  November  Commission  Meeting.

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DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 

Director  Isaacs  reported  to  the  Commission  of  the  Mayor's  reported  concern  regarding 
the  Gramm-Rudman-Hollings  bill  which  passed,  without  much  debate,  through  the  U.S. 
Senate  and  House  of  Representatives.   This  six-year  bill  will  phase  out  major  portions 
of  the  federal  government's  funding  for  such  programs  as  San  Francisco's  Office  of 
Community  Development,  the  federal  revenue  sharing  for  transportation  and  housing, 
over  a  six-year  period  of  time.   Continuing,  she  stated  that  the  effect  of  this  bill 
on  the  arts  will  be  evidenced  as  local  government  begins  to  cut  into  other  city  agency 
budgets  to  supplement  the  agencies  losing  the  federal  funding.   In  conclusion  she  added, 
the  Mayor  has  set  up  a  committee  to  monitor  this  bill  as  it  progresses  to  reduce  the 
federal  deficit  with  across-the-board  cut^. 

The  Director  informed  the  Commission  that  Commission  Secretary,  Patricia  Kidd  is 
attending  a  six-week  workshop  in  current  parlimentary  procedures  of  Roberts  Rules 
of  Order  for  updating  the  writing  of  the  minutes  and  conducting  meetings.   Gradual 
changes  may  be  visible  in  the  format  of  the  minutes.   She  also  reported  that  the 
Commission  may  wish  to  consider  forming  a  committee  to  examine  the  by-laws  and  perhaps 
think  about  updating  the  1944  revision,  to  reflect  current  procedures  of  the  Arts 
Commission. 

Security  Pacific  Bank  Gift 

Security  Pacific  Bank  has  awarded  the  Arts  Commission  Gallery  a  gift  of  $12,000.00 
specifically  for  exhibiting  temporary,  site-specific  sculpture  in  the  space  adjacent 
to  the  Gallery.   This  gift,  reported  the  Director,  is  especially  appreciated  because 
Security  Pacific  Bank  is  not  known  for  granting  gifts  in  San  Francisco;  their  home 
office  is  in  Los  Angeles.   Security  Pacific  has  an  extensive  art  collection  and^  the 
Director  stated,  that  due  to  a  previous  liaison  she  had  with  them  in  1979,  when  she 
was  in  Los  Angeles,  and  the  fact  they  have  a  new  San  Francisco  Vice  President,  they 
wish  to  establish  their  role  as  friends  of  the  arts  here  in  SanFrancisco  and  have 
made  this  initial  gift  to  the  Arts  Commission  Gallery.   On  march  24th,  Security 
Pacific  Willi  exhibit  some  of  their  extensive  collection  at  the  Arts  Commission  Gallery 
of  which  they  will  provide  all  expenses. 

Administrative  Action:   As  soon  as  confirmation  is  received  a  letter  of  acknowledgement 
will  be  sent  to  Mr.  Bob  Philip,  Vice  President,  Security  Pacific  Bank. 

Commissioner  Honoraria  , 

Director  Isaacs  reported  she  has  been  notified  by  the  Controller's  Office  that 
Supervisor  Maher  is  proposing  a  charter  amendment  that  will  provide  Commissioners 
serving  without  honoraria,  $100.00  per  month.   The  meeting  will  be  held  week  of 
February  10th  and  she  requested  Commissioners  interested  in  attending  the  hearing, 
to  contact  the  secretary  for  exact  date  and  time. 

U.S.  Urban  Arts  Federation 

Director  Isaacs  reported  to  the  Commission  of  her  recent  visit  to  New  York  to  attend 
the  U.S.  Urban  Arts  Federation  hosted  by  the  New  York  Department  of  Cultural  Affairs 
and  Bess  Myerson  (former  Miss  America)  and  head  of  the  Department  of  Consumer  Affairs. 
The  group  was  provided  a  City  bus  for  transportation  to  site  visits  of  alterntive 
live/work  and  performance  spaces.   One  of  the  solutions,  continued  Director  Isaacs, 
for  real  estate  space  for  the  arts  is  the  dividing  and  sharing  of  performance  and 
rehearsal  space.   For  example,  she  stated,  a  group  may  maintain  a  theatre  or  dance 
space  during  their  performance  season  and  rent  it  out  to  another  group  after  and 
use  other  space,  in  a  less  expensive  area  than  Manhatten  for  their  office,  storage, 
etc.

perforamnce  spaces.   The  Director  reported  she  also  visited  the  studio  of  Charles 

Ross  to  view  the  progress  on  the  piece  he  has  been  commissioned  for  at  the  San 

Francisco  Airport.   She  met  with  Mr.  Benny  Andrews  of  the  National  Endowment  of 

the  Arts  whom  the  Commission  is  negotiating  with  to  assist  local  unions  in  producing 

an  art  exhibition.   Mayor  Koch  hosted  a  patty  at  Gracie  Mansion  on  the  last  evening 

of  the  conference  and  he  emphasized  the  importance  of  the  arts  and  cultural  institutions 

to  the  economy  of  New  York  City  of  which  approximately  five  and  a  half-billion  dollars 

is  spent  annually.

ALI/ABA  Conference 

Director  Isaacs  reported  to  the  Commission  on  the  recent  American  Law  Institute/ 
American  Bar  Association  seminar  on  Legal  Proglems  of  Museum  Administration 
that  she  and  some  staff  members  attended.   She  reported  that  the  most  valuable 
topics  for  the  Arts  Commisison  were  the  studies         on  Outside  Use  of  Museum 
Facilities  and  Public  Forum  Guidelines;  the  Director  also  stated  she  has  given 
this  information  to  the  Gallery  Advisory  Board  for  their  formulating  guidelines 
for  the  Gallery.   The  second  topic  of  value  for  the  Arts  Commission  was  the 
seminar  on   Guidelines,  and  Contracts  with  Granting  Corporations. 

Gallery  Director 

Director  Isaacs  also  reported  that  John  McCarron  has  accepted  a  position  with 
the  SOMAR  gallery,  Artspace.  After  commending  Mr.  McCarron' s  contribution  to 
the  Gallery,  Director  Isaacs  reported  that  taking  into  account  the  uniqueness 
of  the  Gallery  Director's  position,  and  upon  recommendation  of  another  City 
administrator,  she  will  explore  proposing  a  charter  amendment  for  November 
that  would  exempt  that  position  from  Civil  Service  hiring  procedures.  In  the 
meantime,  a  temporary  Director  for  the  Gallery  will  be  sought. 
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Conservation  Report 

City  Collection  Registrar,  Debra  Neese  Lehane  and  Conservationist,  Linda 
Scheifler  reported  to  the  Commission  on  the  history  and  present  condition 
of  the  Pioneer  Monument  at  the  corner  of  Market  and  Hyde  Streets.   They 
showed  slides  depicting  the  damage  the  monument  has  sustained  due  to 
exposure  to  the  elements.   Conservation  and  repair  work  will  soon  begin, 
using  the  most  up-to-date  and  ethical  methods  that  were  explained  in 
detail  by  Ms.  Scheifler.   She  also  explained  the  goals  and  concept  of 
conservation.   A  portion  of  conservation  funds  come  from  City  Revenue 
as  a  line  item  in  the  budget.   It  is  hoped  that  a  public  relations 
campaign  will  generate  enough  publicity  to  begin  consistent  funding 
to  preserve  and  restore  all  San  Francisco  sculpture  and  monuments.

Commissioner  Hanson  read  to  the  Commission,  a  preamble  (see  Addendum  I)  to  the 
following  resolution  that  she  moved  for  adoption  by  the  Commission.

WHEREAS,   The  proliferation  of  the  selling  of  merchandise  on  the  streets 
in  major  tourist  areas  of  San  Francisco,  without  effective 
regulation,  has  caused  unfair  competition  to,  and  economic 
hardship  for,  the  store  merchants  and  street  artists;  and

revision  of  the  charitable  solicitors  ordinance.  Ordinance 
No.  11-86;   and 

WHEREAS,   At  the  Arts  Commission  meeting  of  September  10,  1985,  members 
of  the  Fisherman's  Wharf  Merchants  Association  requested  that 
the  Street  Artists  Coalition  withdraw  a  proposal  for  additional 
street  artist  spaces  and  that  the  street  artists  demonstrate 
"good  faith"  by  complying  with  all  of  the  street  artist  regu- 
lations and  also  to  have  "faith"  in  the  Wharf  Merchants  Asso- • 
elation' s  willingness  to  negotiate  to  obtain  spaces;  and 

WHEREAS,.  The  Street  Artists  Coalition,  as  a  show  of  good  faith,  did 
withdraw  its  request  from  the  calendar  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors;  and 

WHEREAS,   The  Street  Artists  Program,  as  a  whole,  since  September,  1985, 
has  demonstrated  a  ninety-five  percent  compliance  with  all 
street  artist  regulations;  and 

WHEREAS,   Now  the  Street  Artists  Coalition  has  again  been  asked  by  the 
Wharf  merchants  to  withdraw  a  proposal  for  spaces  in  order  to 
allow  time  for  the  enactment  of  a  revised,  more  effective 
regulation  of  the  charitable  solicitors;  now  therefore  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Arts  Commission,  finds  it  reasonable  and  fair  that 
temporary  summer  spaces  are  requested  by  the  street  artists, 
and  support   their  request  in  principle;  however,  in  the

Discussion:   In  reply  to  Commissioner  Elchelbaum's  query,  President  Nemerovskl 
and  Commissioner  Hanson  reported  on  the  history  of,  and  the  events  that  have  led 
to,  the  indiscriminate  selling  of  wares  by  persons  who  have  charitable  non-profit 
certificates,  on  the  streets  of  San  Francisco,  and  the  threat  it  is  presenting 
to  the  livelihood  of  the  licensed  Arts  Commission  street  artists.   Members  of 
the  Street  Artists  Coalition  presented  testimony  with  pictures  mounted  on  poster 
boards,  depicting  the  non-profit  salespersons'  activities  that  have  created  a 
proliferation  of  non-handmade  wares.   This  creates  a  threat  to  the  concept  that 
San  Francisco  only  allows  handmade  crafts  sold  on  its  streets.   The  members  of 
the  Coalition  that  presented  testimony  are  Larry  Rosenbloom,  Linda  Stark,  Mark 
Monsarrat,  Eunice  Rodriguez,  Larain  Boyll  and  Dennis  Klein.   These  members  of 
the  Coalition  requested  the  Arts  Commission  to  assist  them  in  designing  and  pro- 
ducing a  specific  trademark  that  could  be  displayed  to  distinguish  them  from  the 
non-profit  salespersons.   Additionally,  they  requested  parking  stickers  for  display 
on  their  autos  while  unloading  their  crafts,  and  a  thirty-day  moratorium  of  screening 
for  new  licenses  to  help  alleviate  the  space  situation.   They  suggested  the  Committee 
consider  a  slowing  down  of  screenings,  to  reduce  the  number  of  licenses  for  renewal. 
Currently  there  is  a  one-to-one  attrition  rate  and  there  are  six  hundred  licenses 
in  the  program.   Instead,  it  was  suggested  that  a  one-to-three  ratio,  coupled  with 
the  moratorium,  would  make  a  more  reasonable  number  of  artists  for  available  spaces. 

Mr.  Klein  distributed,  and  requested  endorsement  of,  a  map  of  temporary  spaces, 
representing  a  consensus  of  artists,  that  would  not  leave  room  for  non-profit 
sellers  and  would  maintain  the  integrity  of  the  Street  Artist  Program  on  Beach 
Street. 

Mr.  Alessandro  Baccari,  representative  of  the  Fisherman's  Wharf  Merchants  Association, 
reiterated  the  need  for  the  licensed  street  artists  to  have  a  visible  trademark 
distinguishing  them  from  the  non-profit  sellers,  and  he  stated  his  support  for. a 
moratorium  and  requested  a  commitment   from  the  Arts  Commission  to  lobby  for 
legislation  of  a  resolution  to  the  proliferation  of  non-profit  charitable  sellers. 
He  stated  in  conclusion, that  if  there  was  no  solution,  and  Commission  support  in 
dealing  with  the  non-profits  that  the  merchants  would  not  support  the  request  for 
additional  street  artists  sales  spaces  for  the  summer  .   President  Nemerovskl 
replied  to  Mr.  Baccari  that  the  Commission  had  worked  and  lobbied  for  the  first 
ordinance  and  the  Commission  would  do  the  same  for  this  one.   Commissioner  Hanson 
moved  the  resolution  to  be  amended  to  add,  "a  thirty-day  moratorium  on  issuance 
of  new  street  artists  certificates."

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PREAMELE  TO  RESOLUTION  NO.  SA55-86-155;   Request  for  Additional  Summer 

Selling  Spaces 

1.  The  Street  Artists  Program  is  mandated  by  City  ordinance,  which 
mandates  the  Arts  Commission  to  administer  the  program. 

2.  The  Program  operates  in  a  reality  context  that  requires  both  adequate 
legislation  and  adequate  police  enforcement  of  law  to  maintain  orderly 
and  reasonable  street-vending  practices  outside  of  the  Street  Artists 
Program.   The  present  chaos  of  vending  and  soliciting  reflects  the 

laggardness  both  of  legislation  and  of  police  enforcement.  IT  IS  NOT  A 
CHAOS  OF  THE  STREET  ARTISTS  PROGRAM,  WHICH  IS  BEING  VERY  WELL  ADMINIS- 
TERED AND  REGULATED.   It  is  not  caused  by  street  artists. 

3.  Additionally,  the  Arts  Commission  made  timely  and  strong  requests 
for  adequate  legislation  and  adequate  police  enforcement  of  vending  laws 
for  which  only  the  police  have  jurisdiction. 


4.   ,      Further,  the  Arts  Commission  asked  for  regulation  even  at  risk  of 

court  challenge,  of  promot     for  non-profit  charities  and  of  commercial 
vendors  masquerading  as  non-profit  charities. 


\ 


5.  Despite  their  sanction  in  City  law  and  regulation,  the  street 
artists  are  threatened  gravely  in  their  ability  to  make  a  living, 
by  the  lack  of  control  of  selling  on  the  streets.   In  good  faith, 
the  City  needs  to  act  forthrightly  to  protect  the  rights  and  survival 
of  the  street  artists  during  the  coming  summer. 

6.  Certain  important  groups  of  the  City's  merchants  are  equally 
threatened  by  the  explosion  of  street  selling.   The  competition  is 
unfair,  and  the  profusion  of  sellers  discourages  buyers  even  from 
getting  through  the  entry  of  a  store.   Obviously  the  magnitude  of 
the  merchants'  operation  and  economic  peril  exceeds  that  of  the 
street  artists,  but  the  threat  to  survival  hurts  the  individual 
equally  whether  the  scale  is  that  of  a  street  artists  or  a  large 
business  establishment. 

7.  Economic  threat  has  brought  the  street  artists  and  merchants 
into  joint  discussions  of  problems  and  strategies,  and  two  directions 
have  manifested:   a)   consideration  of  specific   measures  that  may  be 
undertaken  for  clearing  the  streets  of  unregulated  selling,  and  b) 
the  street  artists  request  for  temporary  relief  of  extra  spaces  to 
get  them  through  the  summer  profitably. 

8.  In  regard  to  spaces,  the  street  artists  point  out  that  they  have 
lost  a  given  number  of  selling  spaces  over  the  years  and  that  a  given 
number  further  cannot  be  used  as,  for  example,  27  spaces  that  are  un- 
usable because  of  illegal  selling  that  the  City  allows  to  continue  on 
the  property  of  the  ILWU  building. 

9.  The  mutual  threat  facing  street  artists  and  merchants  argues  stronglj 
for  their  acting  together  in  behalf  of  regulated  and  rational  selling.   I| 
is  appropriate  for  them  to  work  together  for  upgrading  of  the  Fisherman'i 
Wharf  area,  and  for  continued  upgrading  of  the  design  of  the  Street 
Artists  Program.   This  is  not  a  time  to  scape-goat  the  street  artists 
for  problems  in  which  they  are  equal  victims.

There  will  be  a  special  benefit  to  raise  money  for  the  seventeen  artist  victims 
of  that  Bayview  District  fire  on  June  22nd  at  8:00  p.m..   The  benefit  will  be 
held  at  Club  Nine  and  is  sponsored  by  Artspace,  Club  Nine  and  New  Langton  Arts. 
Additionally,  reported  Director  Isaacs,  many  of  the  seventeen  artists  have 
exhibited  their  work  at  the  Commission  Gallery  and  some  of  these  arts  suffered 
physical  injury  and  loss  of  their  artwork,  materials  and  machinery. 

Performing  Arts  Hall  of  Fame 

Director  Isaacs  reported  that  the  Board  of  Supervisor's  Culture  and  Recreation 
Committee  is  proposing  a  Performing  Arts  Hall  of  Fame,   possibly  in  the  Civic 
Auditorium.  This  proposal  will  document  the  achievements  of  outstanding  artists 
whose  roots  are  in  San  Francisco,  and  there  will  be  other  show  business  personalities 
included  also.

The  Director  reported  she  was  one  of  the  major  speakers  at  the  recent  seminar  held 
at  Stanford  University  -  "Going  Public:   Art  for  Everyone;"   the  topic  of  her  lecture 
was   Public  Administrator's  View  of  Public  Art.   She  informed  the  Commission  she 
returned  with  much  information  on  other  Bay  Area  public  art  programs  and  the  literature 
is  available  in  the  Commission  office.

In  conclusion,  the  Director  informed  the  Commission  that  the  City  and  County 
Infrastructure  Study  is  available  in  her  office  for  anyone  whom  is  interested. 

First  Night  Celebration 

At  the  request  of  the  Director,  Ms.  Priscilla  M.  Richardson  reported  to  the  Commission 
of  plans  for  a  celebration  of  the  arts  on  New  Year's  Eve  that  will  take  place  through- 
out San  Francisco.   This  celebration  is  designed  to  offer  a  safe  and  non-alcoholic 
alternative  for  the  public  and  will  feature  a  diverse  genre  of  artistic  performances. 
.  Honoraira  will  be  granted  to  all  participating  artists.   The  concept  of  First  Night 
was  born  in  Bosten,  ten  years  ago;  currently  there  are  nine  other  cities  that  sponsor 
First  Night  Celebrations.

Street  Artists  Fair 

President  Nemerovski  invited  Larry  Rosenbloom  of  the  Street  Artists  Coalition 
to  present  his  testimony  in  support  of  the  request  by  them  for  a  Street  Artists 
Fair  with  additional  sales  spaces  on  Beach  Street  for  the  summer.   Mr.  Rosenbloom 
stated  that  in  a  recent  poll  of  street  artists,  80%  supported  the  Coalition's  request 
for  additional  summer  selling  spaces  only  if  the  Arts  Commission  also  supported  the 
request.   He  reiterated  the  artists'  attempts  to  comply  with,  and  work  with,  the 
Fisherman's  Wharf  Merchants  Association  to  gain  their  support  and  had  received 
opposition  to  any  additional  space.   He  acknowledged  that  the  issues  are  complex 
and  that  until  the  issue  of  the  non-profit  vendors'  selling  at  the  Wharf  is 
resolved,  the  Street  Artists  were  willing  to  settle  for  temporary  summer  spaces. 
He  distributed  a  drawn  plan  of  the  temporary  spaces,  to  the  Commissioners.   There 
being  no  representative  the  the  merchants  to  give  opposing  testimony.  President 
Nemerovski  requested  Director  Isaacs  to  report.   Director  Isaacs  stated  that  Mr. 
Baccari,  representing  the  Fisherman's  Wharf  Merchants  Association,  had  stated  that 
the  Wharf,  as  an  entity,  had  been  threatened  by  the  proliferation  of  street  selling 
by  charitable,  non-profit  solicitors  and  taht  these  groups  had  in  some  cases,  been 
responsible  for  A0%  decline  in  the  merchants'  profit.   She  reported  also  that  Mr. 
Baccari  had  stated  the  Wharf  is  about  to  embark  on  a  major  public  relations  campaign 
by  which  the  merchants  will  be  portrayed  as  victims  of  an  unfair  situation  that 
is  threatening  and  harming  the  trade  in  San  Francisco.   The  Wharf  merchants,  he  had 
said,  are  also  considering  shutting  down  business  for  a  day  to  deprive  the  City  of 
a  day's  sales  tax,  as  a  penalty.   The  Merchants  Association  will  not  support  more 
street  artists'  sales  spaces  with  the  current  prolif eraiton  of  non-profit  selling; 
rather,  the  Association  will  include  the  street  artists  in  their  public  relations 
campaign  as  those  being  adversely  affected  by  the  charitable  non-profits.   If  the 
street  artists  refuse  to  cooperate  and  request  additional  selling  spaces  for  the 
summer  months,  the  Merchants  Association  will  portray  the  Street  Artists  as  contributing 
to  the  problem. 
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Street  Artists  Committee  Report  (continued) 

In  conclusion,  the  Director  stated  she  had  received  word  from  the  Mayor's  Office 
that  the  Mayor  will  veto  a  request  for  additional  street  artist  selling  spaces. 
Commissioner  Hanson  reported  that  the  Street  Artists  Program  has  progressed 
consistently,  with  clarity,  order  and  quality,  and  the  proliferation  of  non- 
licensed  vendors  has  threatened  the  quality  of  the  Program  and  the  livlihood  of 
the  street  artists.   She  moved  the  following  resolution  be  adopted;  it  was 
seconded  and  unanimously  approved.

Mr.  Tad  Bridenthal,  sculptor  and  representative  of  Bayview  Hunter's  Point 
businesses  that  include  artists  studios.   These  businesses  are  threatened 
by  the  USS  Missouri  moving  to  San  Francisco  Hunter's  Point.

The  Mayor  has  publically  stated, 
he  said,  she  does  not  want  small  businesses  evicted,  yet  the  relocation  office  is 
not  able  to  assist  due  to  the  lack  of  relocation  property  and  space  in  the  City, 
equivalent  to  the  Hunter's  Point  Area.   He  invited  the  Commission  and  any  other 
interested  persons  to  visit  the  Hunter's  Point  artists'  studios. 

Assistant  Director  Michael  Bell  requested  permission  to  ask  the  Commission  to 
adopt  a  resolution  in  support  of  the  Hunter's  Point  Shipyard  artists  and  in 
recognition  of  them  as  business  persons  entitled  to  equal  rights  and  privileges 
of  other  San  Francisco  Businesses.

Commissioner  LaRocca  remarked  this  is  a  unique  opportunity  to  embark  on  a  City 
and  U.S.  Navy  partnership  to  incorporate  US  Navy  housing  and  businesses*  workspaces; 
this  has  not  been  done  before,  to  his  knowledge,  remarked  the  Commissioner  in 
closing.

Whereas,  the  Hunter's  Point  Shipyard  has  for  some  time  been  the 
site  of  numerous  artists'  studios  at  affordable  prices 
and. 

Whereas,   a  community  of  working  artists  has  been  created  there 
which  includes  over  200  people  and  over  150,000  square 
feet  of  work  space,  and 

Whereas,   the  forthcoming  installation  of  the  U.S. Battleship 

Missouri,  and  the  Navy  Department  and  City  officials 
are  in  the  process  of  having  to  ask  for  vacating  of 
studios  presently  occupied  by  artists,  and 

Whereas,  protection  of  affordable  studio  space  is  a  key  concern 
of  this  Commission,  and 

Whereas,   artists  of  all  kinds  (visual  and  performing)  are  in  fact, 
self-employed  business  in  order  to  make  their  living, 
therefore  it  be 

RESOLVED,  that  this  Commission  does  hereby  ask  any  and  all  officials 
and  departments  of  City  government  to  regard  the  artists  as  small 
business  persons  deserving  of,  and  qialified  fcr  special  assistance 
and  considerations  normally  given  to  such  individuals  in  our  economy, 
and  therefore  be  it, 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  that  this  Commission  asks  any  and  all  persons  concerned 
with  the  joint  issues  of  affordable  commercial  work  space  and  the  Hunter's 
Point  Shipyard  situation,  to  combine  in  a  creative  partnership  to  determine 
the  best  ways  that  some  provision  for  studio/rehearsal  space  be  sustained 
at  the  site  even  with  the  occupation  thereof  by  the  Navy,  if  that  is 
possible. 

Music  Committee  Report  -  Vernon  Alley,  Chair 

At  the  request  of  Commissioner  Alley,  Director  Isaacs  reported  that  procedures 
for  POPS  contracts  have  been  streamlined  to  save  many  staff  hours,  as  opposed 
to  former  years.   Also,  she  reported,  there  will  be  another  marketing  survey 
done  for  the  '86  POPS  series  and  all  Commissioners  are  invited  to  submit  new 
names  of  artists  . 

The  Staff  is  investigating  FM  proposal  for  environment  design  of  the  Civic  Auditoriun 
possibly  for  this  year's  concerts  and  definitely  for  the  1987  POPS  series.  Discussic 
with  the  Symphony  are  underway  regarding  preparation  of  their  anniversary  in  1987 
and  how  the  Arts  Commission  can  participate  and  relate. 

Director  Isaacs  announced  that  the  office  of  the  Chief  Administrator  had  work-orderet 
$500  for  the  Municipal  Pipe  Organ  maintenance.   This  is  the  first  of  which  will  be 
a  quarterly  contribution,  per  their  agreement  last  year.   The  Director  stated  this 
is  a  major  gesture  towards  on-going  upkeep  of  the  historic  pipe  organ. 
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Commissioner  Eichelbaum  reported  that  Michael  Feinsteln  cannot  participate/perform 
this  year,  at  the  POPS,  due  to  a  schedule  conflict;  he  is  interested  in  booking 
for  the  1987  POPS. 

Commissioner  Rodriguez  reiterated  his  request  and  concern  about  the  lack  of 
Latin  and  Asian  artists  performing  at  the  POPS.   He  suggested  changing  the 
format  of  the  POPS  to  accomodate,  for  example,  an  Interlude  of  a  Chinese 
orchestra  performing  a  Chinese  musical  composition.   President  Nemerovski 
reminded  the  Commissioner  that  a  number  of  Latin  artists  were  contacted  and 
the  negotiations  were  not  successful;  also,  she  stated,  the  Symphony  conductors 
are  the  predominate  factors  in  negotiating  with  artists.   In  conclusion  she 
stated  that  Commissioner  Rodriguez'  suggestion  would  be  taken  into  consideration. 

Arts  Festival  Committee  Report  -  Jo  Hanson,  Chair 

Assistant  Director  Michael  Bell  reported  that  within  two  weeks  there  will  be 
a  firm  list  of  Festival  participants.   The  next  Committee  Meeting  will  be 
held  June  6th  and  the  music  and  dance  components  of  the  Festival  will  be 
discussed  and,  1987  Festival  plans  will  also  be  on  the  agenda  of  that  meeting. 

Public  Art  Symposium 

.  Michael  Bell  reported  he  is  optomistic  about  the  Symposium  and  he  reported 
on  the  progress  of  the  Festival  plans  and  budget.   President  Nemerovski 
inquired  why  there  would  only  be  one  moderator  for  the  three  discussion 
panels.   Director  Isaacs  Interjected  that  having  an  Individual  and  different 
moderator  for  each  panel  might  bring  more  "texture  and  voice"  to  the  Symposium. 
The  Assistant  Director  stated  he  welcomed  further  suggestions  and  stated 
this  topic   could  be  discussed  further  in  Committee. 

Literature  Committee  Report  -  Stanley  Eichelbaum,  Chair 

Assistant  Director  Michael  Bell  reported  that  an  item  was  brought  before 
the  Civic  Design  Committee  for  approval  of  a  plaque  for  Installation  at 
the  Colt  Tower,  commemorating  its  restoration.   The  Civic  Design  Committee 
referred  the  item  to  the  Literature  Committee  for  approval  of  wording. 
Additionally,  reported  Michael  Bell,  the  plaque  does  not  Include  the  Arts 
Commission.  In  light  of  this  Commission's  historic  interest  and  connection 
to  the  Colt  Tower  and  the  murals'  restoration,  stated  the  Assistant  Director, 
the  omission  is  a  consideration  worth  pursuing  by  recommendation  from  the 
Literature  Committee.

As  a  public  agency  administering  the  Street  Artists  Program, 
the  Arts  Commission's  ideal  is  to  set  goals  and  objectives  that 
determine  the  day  to  day  orderly  functioning  of  the  Program, 
In  long  term  goals,  the  Street  A,rtists  Program  is  improving. 
There  is  increasing  consistency,  clarity,  order  and  quality. 
There  is  increasing  responsibility  by  the  artists  for  self- 
discipline,  self-regulation,  and  quality  in  work.  There  is 
the  staff's  consistent  inspection  of  wares  -  this  too  supports 
the  spirit  of  a  quality  Program.  In  concrete  steps,  this  Program 
has  moved  forward  in  spirit  and  attitude. 

Disruptive  of  these  developments,  however,  is  a  wild  card 
which  has  entered  the  picture,  creating  irresponsible  selling 
on  the  streets:  groups  of  "charitable  solicitors"  and  agents 
for  such  groups,  selling  commercially  manufactured  merchandise. 
In  the  midst  of  this  unregulated  vending  is  our  obligation  to 
administer  a  credible  street  artist  vending  program.  Our  hope 
of  maintaining  a  quality  program  and  the  hope  of  City-regulated 
street  artists  of  making  a  living  are  imperilled  by  the  situation. 
To  this  day,  we  continue  to  ask  what  we,  as  Arts  Commissioners, 
can  do  to  help. 

Shortly  after  the  problem  surfaced,  the  Arts  Commission  was 
the  first  agency  to  request  help  from  the  City  Attorney.   As  we 
waited,  the  situation  worsened.   Last  fall  the  store  merchants  - 
imperilled  fellow  victims  -  threw  their  weight  into  the  demand 
for  effective  regulation.   A  law  was  finally  drafted  and  passed. 
It  remains  largely  ineffective  in  regulating  the  numbers  of 
solicitors  and  their  close  proximity  to  street  artists  and  stores. 
A  re-draft  is  now  in  the  works.  Hopefully,  a  better  try  at 
regulation  will  emerge. 

In  the  interim  the  problem  exists.  A  temporary  solution  has 
been  advanced  in  a  proposal  from  the  Street  Artists  Coalition. 
It  is  a  short-term  defensive  action  which  reinforces  long-term 
goals:  (l)  It  creates  an  island  of  arts  and  crafts  vending  - 
separate  from  commercial  vending;  and  (2)  in  so  doing,  it  advances 
the  goals  of  developing  identity  and  quality  through  visual 
identification  material  and  educational/public  relations  material. 
These  will  have  a  salutary  effect  on  the  artists'  self-image. 
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The  Street  Artists  Program  Committee  requests  that  the  Commis- 
sion support  this  temporary  expedient  to  inject  a  degree  of  order 
during  the  summer  months.  The  Committee  also  asks  that  the 
Commission  apply  pressure  for  long-term  solutions  requiring  action 
by  other  agencies. 

We  hope  the  merchants  will  be  supportive,  and  we  think  they 
should  be.  The  proposal  will  not  add  a  single  element. to  their 
problems.  It  will  actually  improve  the  scene  at  the  Wharf. 

The  merchants  have  tied  the  issue  of  restoring  lost  spaces 
for  street  artists  to  finding  a  solution  for  unregulated  commercial 
vending.  The  Arts  Commission,  in  effect,  is  also  postponing 
consideration  of  restoring  lost  spaces. 

This  cannot,  however,  be  an  indefinite  postponement.   Last 
September,  the  artists  presented  the  Arts  Commission  with  a  list 
of  their  lost  spaces  and  a  request  for  new  spaces.   At  the  same 
meeting,  the  Wharf  merchants  asked  the  artists  to  withdraw  their 
request,  to  demonstrate  compliance  with  all  street  artist  regula- 
tions, and  to  join  efforts  with  the  merchants  in  pushing  for  a 
charitable  solicitors  law.  In  addition,  the  merchants  asked  them 
to  refrain  from  parking  their  vehicles  all  day  on  Beach  Street 
and  to  help  the  Commission  promote  the  Program's  identity  by  means 
of  a  logo  and  other  features  that  would  enhance  the  Wharf.   Only 
after  these  conditions  were  met  would  the  merchants  consider  and 
help  the  artists  fulfill  their  selling  space  needs.  The  Wharf 
Merchants  Association  asked  the  artists  to  have  faith  in  the 
Association's  willingness  to  include  their  participation  in  a 
plan  for  the  beautification  of  the  Wharf, 

The  artists  withdrew  their  request.   Since  that  time  there 
has  been  over  a  ninety  per  cent  compliance  with  all  street  artist 
regulations,  a  dramatic  decrease  in  all-day  parking  by  artists  on  Beach 
Street,  and  the  enactment  of  a  charitable  solicitors  law  based  on  input 
from  the  artists,  the  merchants,  the  Arts  Commission,  and  the  law 
enforcement  agencies.   (If  this  law  requires  further  strengthening, 
it  is  not  the  fault  of  the  street  artists.)  Furthermore,  the  present 
"Street  Artists  Fair"  proposal  by  the  Coalition  incorporates  pro- 
visions for  a  logo  and  other  educational/promotional  materials. 
Since  September,  the  artists  have  kept  their  word. 

Their  meetings  with  the  merchants,  however,  have  not  yielded 
a  mutual  proposal  for  street  sirtist  spaces.  Last  month,  the  scene 
was  re-enacted  at  the  Arts  Commission  meeting.  The  artists  presented 
a  plan  for  more  spaces,  a  temporary  re-design  of  spaces  on  Beach 
Street,  The  merchants  again  demanded  a  delay  and  withdrawal  by  the 
artists.  The  artists  withdrew.  The  Commission  requested  a  joint 
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proposal  from  both  groups  at  its  next  meeting. 

In  response,  the  artists  have  designed  a  temporary  summer 
survival  program  that  does  not  harm  the  merchants.  It  improves 
the  quality  of  the  Wharf  by  offering  more  opportunity  for  artists 
to  sell  their  handmade  goods. 

In  considering  the  artists'  request,  it  is  important  for  us 
to  be  aware  of  "street  artist  reality"  in  another  context. 
Constructive  elements  of  street  artist  leadership  have  emerged 
from  the  problems.  If  improvements  on  the  street  are  not  achieved, 
the  leadership  may  fall.  The  leaders  may  lose  out  to  less 
responsible,  less  lawful  elements  within  their  ranks  -  the  insidious 
elements  that  have  taken  the  Commission  and  the  serious  artists 
much  time  to  bring  under  control.  These  elements  may  become  more 
aggressive.  The  Commission  cannot  afford  to  lose  the  cooperation 
of  the  majority  of  artists  by  failing  to  support  their  responsible 
leaders. 

In  summary,  the  "Street  Artists  Fair"  deserves  support  for  the 
following  reasons: 

1)  It  does  not  add  to  the  problems  of  the  merchants. 

2)  It  makes  a  cultural,  aesthetic,  and  economic  contribution 
to  the  Wharf. 

3)  It  continues  to  press  for  a  solution  to  everyone's  problem 
of  unregulated  commercial  vending. 

4)  It  allows  the  Street  Artists  Program  to  move  forward  in 
improvement  -  even  in  the  midst  of  such  adversity.

Continuing,  President  Nemerovski  announced  the  names  of  the  persons  she  is 
requesting  to  serve  on  an  ad  hoc  Awards  of  Honor  Committee.   In  addition  to 
Donna  Casey,  Klaus  Kelterborn,  Dmitri  Vedensky  and  two  members  of  the  Friends 
of  the  Arts,  she  stated  she  will  request  Commissioners  Eichelbaum  and  Swig 
to  serve  also. 

In  conclusion  of  her  report.  President  Nemerovski  stated  that  the  Friends  of 
the  Arts  have  submitted  a  preliminary  financial  report  for  the  1986  Awards 
of  Honor  fundraiser.

III.     DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 

Director  Isaacs  apologized  for  the  difficulty  any  of  the  Commissioners  had 
experienced  in  attempting  to  reach  the  Arts  Commission  Office  by  telephone, 
recently.   The  new  computerized  telephone  service  is  scheduled  to  be  installed 
sometime  in  September.   Until  then,  she  reported,  there  are  often  periods  of 
ci'i'cut  overload  making  connection  with  the  Arts  Commission  Office  impossible. 
The  Arts  Commission  telephone  lines  are  connected  through  City  Hall  and  with 
other  City  department  lines  on  the  Centrix  System. 

Charter  Amendment  for  Exemption  of  Curatorial  Positions 

The  Director  reported  that  on  Thursday,  July  10th  at  2:00  p.m.  there  will  be 
a  hearing  before  the  Rules  and  Legislation  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors on  the  issue  of  exemption  of  the  Arts  Commission  curatorial  positions 
from  Civil  Service  personnel  testing  procedures.   Continuing,  she  stated  that  Sup. 
Molinari   is  the  Chair  of  that  Committee  and  has  sponsored  the  Charter  Amend- 
ment.  Additonally,  the  Director  stated  she  had  spoken  with  Supervisors  Hongl- 
sto  and  Walker's  offices  and  she  does  not  anticipate  any  opposition  to  that 
Committee's  approval  of  the  Charter  Amendment  for  the  November  ballot.    In 
conclusion,  she  invited  any  Commissioners  whom  are  able,  to  come  to  the  hearing 
and  support  her  presentation  to  that  Committee  in  support  of  this  Charter  Amend- 
ment. 

American  Association  of  Museums 

Director  Isaacs  reported  on  her  recent  participation  in  the  American  Association 
Museums  Conference  in  New  York.  She  was  a  guest  speaker  on  the  topic  of  Munici- 
pal Support  of  the  Museums. 

National  Assembly  of  Local  Arts  Agencies 

The  Director  reported  also,  that  she  recently  attended  the  NAIAA  Convention  in 
Washington  D.C.  She  stated  the  discussion  of  Artist  Live/Work  and  how  far  a 
public  agency  should  become  involved,  was  particularly  outstanding.   It  was 
reported  there,  she  continued,  that  the  live/work  issue  is  so  complex,  that  once 
an  agency  becomes  involved,  it  monopolizes  a  good  part  of  the  agencies  resources 
and  they  recommended  an  agency  decide  beforehand  whether  it  can  afford  the  draw 
on  the  agency's  resources  to  be  effectively  involved  in  that  issue. 

She  stated  also  there  were  a  number  of  sessions  on  cultural  diversity  in  cities, 
of  which  San  Francisco  is  now  a  leader,  and  she  met  with  a  group  who  want  to 
meet  regularly  to  discuss  how  to  deal  with  situations  of  government  agencies 
as  opposed  to  private  art  councils,  because  the  possibilities  and  limitations 
are  quite  different  from  thoseof  private  agencies.

Wall  of  Fame 

Director  Isaacs  updated  the  Commission  on  the  recent  activity*  and  writing 
of  the  Ordinance,  for  the  proposed  Wall  of  Fame  in  Civic  Auditorium.

Mr.  Robert  McWhirter,  Federal  Sign  representative 
and  Mr.  Richard  Groves,  General  Manager  of  the  Hilton  Hotel,  stated  they 
would  like  approval  of  the  four  foot,  nine-inch  sign  and  that  the  proposed 
design  is  lower  in  height  and  smaller  than  the  existing  sign;  it  will  have 
a  soft  background  color  scheme  that  will  blend  with  the  skyline  and  will 
serve  as  an  attractive  landmark  for  the  Hilton*   Futher  discussion  ensued 
on  the  size  of  the  letters  and  the  Commission  agreed  on  the  four-foot  nine 
inch  lettering  proposed  for  the  signage.

Michael  Bell,  Assistant  Director,  reported  that  the  programming  is  complete 
for  the  Festival  and  the  poster  copy  has  been  submitted  to  Committee  and 
the  Director  for  their  approval.

One  of  the  two  artists  is  involved 
also  on  the  ILWU  sculpture,  and  two  months  ago,  he  began  to  get  some  very 
difficult  remarks  directed  towards  him  from  a  small  group  of  residents  on 
Potrero  Hill  that  do  not  want  to  have  the  mural  in  the  Potrero  Hill  District. 
Payment  to  the  artists  is  being  delayed;  the  Mayor's  Office  is  aware  of  the 
situation  and  a  public  meeting  is  scheduled. 

VIII.   OLD  BUSINESS 

Commissioner  LaRocca  acknowledged  Jill  Manton,  Art  in  Public  Places  coordinator 
for  her  work  on  the  Hall  of  Justice  Art  Program  and  the  ILWU  sculpture  dedicaton. 
Ms.  Manton  thank/%ne  Commission  for  their  ovation  and  she  acknowledged  Registrar  , 
Debra  Lehane. 

Commissioner  Hanson  reported  that  the  Commission  has  purchased  a  work  of  art 
for  the  Hall  of  Justice  from  the  current  exhibit  at  the  Western  Addition 
Cultural  Center,  "Art  From  Jail"  exhibit.   She  recommended  all  to  visit  and 
give  support  to  that  exhibition.

Director  Isaacs  reported  that  at  the  recent  meeting  of  the  Planning 

Commission  on  the  Downtown  Guidelines  for  Percent  for  Art  there 

was  much  public  testimony  and  debate.   She  stated  that  a  compromise 

was  reached  relative  to  the  language  contained  in  the  Guidelines 

concerning  purchase  of  artwork.

Commissioner  Hanson  reported  that  the  City  Attorney  had  responded  to  the  Arts 
Commission  request  for  a  ruling  on  the  Resolution  passed  by  the  Arts  Commission 
at  the  7  July  meeting.   He  ruled,  she  continued,  that  the  resolution  was  invalid 
in  that  the  legislation  establishing  the  Street  Artists  Program  did  not  permit  the 
iiiforcing  of  a  moratorium  on  issuance  of  permits.   Hence,  she  reported,  that  action 
has  been  suspended  on  the  issue  of  overcrowding  of  street  selling  at  Fisherman's 
Wharf.

Program  Director,  Howard  Lazar,  reported  that  the  Arts  Commission  is  filing  legal 
action  on  the  Longshoreman's  Union  Parking  Lot  at  Fisherman's  Wharf,  for  renting 
spaces  to  vendors  who  have  seriously  curtailed  business  for  licensed  street  artists.

At  the  court  hearing  this  week,  it  is  expected  that  the  zoning  ordinance  will  prevail 
and  the  vendors  will  have  to  leave  the  area  which  will  mean  that  the  street  artists 
will  have  25  spaces  available  to  then,  providing  the  tenents  of  that  lot 
do  not  file  an  injunction. 

Consent  Calendar  Item  20  -  Sales  Space   Rule  Violation 

Commissioner  Hanson  invited  Mr.  Larry  Rosenbloom  of  the  Street  Artists  Coalition  to 
present  testimony  on  behalf  of  Micahel  Tugendman,  Rene  Lepre  and  Jo  Russo  for 
violations  of  the  regulation  prohibiting  the  occupation  of  illegal  space  between 
legal  spaces  (squeezing).   On  July  29th  in  Committee,  it  was  recommended  that  a 
two^week  suspension  of  certificate  be  imposed  as  penalty.   Mr.  Rosenbloom  requested 
that  the  two-week  suspension  be  changed  to  three  days  in  light  of  the  recent  enforce- 
ment of  the  rules  and  regulations  on  sales  spaces.   Mr.  Tugendman,  street  artists, 
argued  that  had  a  judge  imposed  a  fined  it  would  have  been  $50  and  that  the  Arts 
Commission  penalty  was  in  excess  of  that;  he  also  stated  that  his  crime  was  a

Commissioner  Hanson  reported  that  the  Festiva 
opening  ceremony  will  be  held  September  19th  at  12  Noon  in  City  Hall  Rotunda.

Director  Isaacs  reported  at  length  on  the  Writers  in  the  Golden  Section  component  of 
the  Arts  Festival  and  her  efforts  to  assure  that  this  component  will  have  a  positive 
impact  and  that  will  not  conflict  with  the  Mayor's  Anti-Graffiti  Program,  that 
strives  to  make  San  Francisco  more  livable.   She  reported  that  she  and  Commissioners 
LaRocca  and  Rodriguez,  Anne  Marie  Theilen  will  be  visiting  sites  around  the  City 
that  have  similar  artwork,  to  assure  that  the  murals  will  represent  art  and  are 
appropriate  for  the  Festival.

The  Oakland  Museum  will  be  exhibiting  the  work  of  Robert  Arneson  in  1987  and  Director 
Isaacs  stated  she  had  been  contacted  by  Channel  4  television  relative  to  an  article 
on  the  editorial  page  of  the  Oakland  Tribune   stating,  "San  Francisco  had  lost  it's 
courage  and  was  afraid  to  exhibit  the  Moscone  sculpture."  A  similar  article  had 
been  written  in  the  August  issue  of  Focus  by  the  same  writer,  Angus  MacKensie,  she 
stated.  She  replied  to  that  reporter  from  Channel  4  that  the  sculpture  had  been 
exhibited  many  times  in  San  Francisco  and  twice  this  year,  and  also  in  the  Arts 
Commission  Gallery.   In  conclusion  she  reported  she  had  declined  the  invitation 
to  be  interviewed  on  the  subject. 

James  Lick  Monument  (Pioneer  Monument) 

Scaffolding  for  restoration  work  on  the  Lick  Monument  will  be  erected  Saturday, 
September  13th  and  the  restoration  will  take  from  six  to  eight  weeks.   The  work 
has  been  delayed  due  to  difficulty  in  compliance  with  the  City's  insurance  require- 
ment.  Mary  Miles  Ryan  and  Ida  Brown  will  be  working  on  press  interviews  and 
releases  for  this  project  as  soon  as  the  Arts  Festival  is  over. 

In  conclusion  of  her  report.  Director  Isaacs  introduced  the  Dallas,  Texas  Director 
of  Cultural  Affairs,  Jerry  Allen  to  the  Commission;  he  is  in  San  Francisco  on  a 
site  visit  for  the  NEA.

She  requested  that  interested  Commissioners 
contact  her.   In  reply  to  Commisisoner  Rockrise's  question,  she  reported  that  the 
visit  is  not  intended  as  a  social  visit  but  rather  an  educational  visit  to  acquaint 
those  interested  and  in  responsible  decision-making  positions,  with  the  dilemma  that 
is  facing  the  artists  when  the  USS  Missouri  government  personnel  take  possession  of 
that  area.   There  will  be  over  200  artists  looking  for  affordable  studio  space. 
A  brief  discussion  ensued  and  the  suggestion  to  write  the  Navy  Department  was  made. 

OLD  BUSINESS 

Director  Isaacs  reported  that  she  had  learned  the  Board  of  Supervisors  passed  a 
resolution  in  favor  of  the  Wall  of  Fame  that  was  discussed  at  the  Arts  Commissioii 
August  meeting.   She  stated  she  understands  that  the  resolution  was  amended  and 
as  soon  as  she  has  a  copy  will  send  to  all  Commissioners. 

Proposition  K 

The  Director  thanked  all  the  Commissioners  !:or  submitting  their  signatures  for 
suport  of  Proposition  K  and  she  requested  that  they  spread  the  word  to  their 
friends  to  vote  in  favor  of  the  proposition.   Commissioner  Hanson  suggested 
the  writing  of  letters  to  newspaper  editors  is  one  way  to  make  the  issue  clear 
for  the  public  that  the  passage  of  this  proposition  will  not  cost  additional 
tax  money. 

Proposition  61 

Director  Isaacs  also  reported  that  this  initiative  will  effect  all  public  employees 
salaries,  accumulated  vacation  and  sick  leave  and  if  voted  in  it  could  depress  the 
entire  salary  structure  of  the  City  -  downward.   The  effect  would  be  extrordinarily 
serious  on  the  universities'  hospitals,  doctors,  lawyers,  etc.  and  their  staffs.

There  being  no  further  business  this  meeting  was  adjourned  at  5:15  p.m.   The 
next  meeting  of  the  Arts  Commission  will  take  place  on  October  6th  at  3:00  p.m.

VI.  COMMITTEE  REPORTS 

Street  Artists  Program  Committee  Report  -  Jo  Hanson,  Chair 

Program  Director  Howard  Lazar  reported  to  the  Commission  on  the  requested, 
temporary  sales  spaces  for  street  artists  for  the  holiday  season,  downtown.   He 
described  the  spaces  withdrawn  from  the  request  after  meetings  with  the  Downtown 
Retailers  Association.   Mr.  Lee  Dolson,  General  Manager  of  the  Retailers  Association 
acknowledged  Mr.  Lazar  and  Ms.  Linda  Stark,  Street  Artists  Organization,  for  their 
cooperation  and  work.   Mr.  Dolson  stated  that  the  merchants  had  some  considerations 
relative  to  the  spaces  near  Saks  and  the  potential  for  accidents  and  lawsuits 
resulting  from  congestion.   Another  area  of  concern  was  the  Geary  Street  side  of 
Neiman  Marcus'  store.   There  is  building  construction  in  progress  there  that  v/ill 
impede  traffic   and  contribute  further  to  congesting  that  area.   Mr.  Dolson  requested 
that  the  additional  temporary  spaces  not  be  approved.   Ms.  Linda  Stark  argued  in  favor 
of  the  spaces  in  dispute  and  stated  that  the  Commission  and  the  Retailers  Association 
should  consider  that  there  had  not  been  any  problems  or  accidents  for  four  years? 
and  that  if  licensed  street  artists  are  not  allowed  to  occupy  these  spaces,  they 
would  most  probably  be  occupied  by  unregulated  and  unlicensed  vendors. 

Mr.  Dennis  Klein,  Street  Artists  Organization  requested  the  Commission  approve  the 
temporary  spaces  based  on  the  tradition  of  downtown  selling  by  street  artists  and 
he  requested  also  that  consideration  be  given  to  the  street  artists  during  the 
Christmas  season  since  they  have  experienced  the  loss  of  summer  spaces  at  the  wharf. 

Mr.  Tim  Thompson,  Assistant  Manager,  Neiman  Marcus'  store  reported  his  concern 
was  for  the  spaces  on  Geary  between  Stockton  and  Grant  due  to  the  building 
construction  and  the  loss  of  two  lanes  for  auto  traffic  .   He  distributed  pictures 
that  depicted  the  traffic   congestion  at  that  location. 

Mr.  Mike  Keenan,  representative  of  Macy's  stated  he  supports  Mr.  Dolson's  and 
Mr.  Thompson's  statements.   He  stated  further  that  Macy's  is  very  concerned  about 
the  Stockton  Street  area  and  the  congestion  that  exists  there  during  Christmas, 
and  especially,  the  potential  for  libel  suit  due  to  the  pedestrian  traffic.   He 
stated  Macy's  expects  more  traffic  than  last  year  and  would  like  to  request  from 
the  City  and  each  street  artist,  a  hold  harmless  liability  agreement  due  to  the 
fact  that  Macy's  is  responsible  for  and  maintains  the  sidewalks  there. 
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Street  Artists  Program  Committee  Report  (continued) 

Ms.  Linda  Ruesewald,  Saks  Fifth  Avenue  Store  representative*  reported 

that  Saks  Is  agreeable  to  two  of  the  street  artist  spaces.   Her  concerns  are  for 

the  dock  doors  which  truck  drivers  drive  Into  and  are  then  lowered.   During  the 

holiday  season  Saks  will  have  several  deliveries  each/    The  other  consideration 

she  stated  was  for  the  mechanical  windows  that  draw  the  public.   Mr.  Dolson  ' 

Interjected  the  merchants  are  sensitive  to  the  street  artists'  needs  and  their 

genuine  artwork. 

Commissioner  Warburg  urged  Mr.  Lazar  to  consult  with  the  Department  of  Public 

Works  to  ascertain  that  there  will  not  be  any  street  repair  projects  on  Stockton 

Street  during  the  holidays,  or  that  major  PGE  repairs  or  Installations  are  not 

scheduled.   In  reply  to  Commissioner  Metwally '  slquery ,  Mr.  Lazar  stated  that 

the  merchants  and  street  artists  are  In  agreement  on  the  five  (5)  additional 

spaces  near  the  Hyatt  Hotel  and  will  withdraw  the  request  for  the  four  additional  Xmas 

spaces  on  Geary  Street;  and  that  two  of  the  previous  year's  Xmas  spaces  on  Stockton 

by  Nelman  Marcus'  were  being  wlthdrawan  (as  they  would  require  an  exemption  of 

the  doorway-distance  regulation)  and,  six  new  spaces  on  the  same  block  were  being 

requested,  making  a  total  of  ten.   Commissioner  Metwally_   moved  the  approval 

of  the  following  resolution  that  was  seconded  and  unanimously  approved.

Commissioner  Duncan  reported  that  there  is  a  balance  of  $1,437  in  the  Arts 
Commission  Friends  of  the  Arts  account  and  that  an  additional  $5,000  had 
been  deposited  by  the  FOA,  to  that  account  from  fundraising  profits.   He 
reported  further  that  the  FOA  have  reduced  their  fiscal  fee  from  7%  to 
6j%.

Great  Highway  Seawall  Esplanade  Art  Enrichment 

Commissioner  Rockrise  reported  that  he  and  Commissioner  LaRocca  had  met  with 
Donald  Birrer,  Director  of  DPW,  Mr.  Robert  Cockburn,  Director  of  the  Clean 
Water  Program,  Mr.  Ed  Janelli,  Landscape  Architect  and  the  Project  Manager, 
Sara  Pickus,  to  discuss  art  enrichment  for  that  project  on  September  15th. 
Commissioner  Rockrise  reported  also  that  the  DPW  Director  and  staff  were 
very  receptive  to  their  ideas  and  suggestions  for  art  enrichment.  He  stated  Mr.  Jan- 
elli ladpresented  sketches  for  modest  art  enrichment  to  consist  of  pre- 
cast seals,  three  to  four  feet  in  diameter  round,  with  the  names  of  the  streets 
that  run  into  the  Great  Highway  to  be  set  flush  in  the  centerpoints  of  each 
of  the  round  overlooks  to  the  ocean.    Commissioner  LaRocca  reported  that  the 
suggestion  for  light  standards  of  the  european  type  had  also  been  discussed 
but  decided  against  due  to  the  cost  of  maintenance  and  high  incidence  of 
vandelisim  in  that  area.   In  conclusion.  Commissioner  Rockrise  reported  that 
they  had  requested  Director  Birrer  to  confer  with  City  Architect  about 
creating  a  standard  methodology  by  which  selected  projects,  when  first 
formulated  and  budgeted,  would  include  a  line-item  for  art  enrichment  and 
then  have  published, a  monthly  list  of  such  planned  projects  to  allow  the 
Arts  Commission  to  exercise  its  charter  perogative  of  early-on  participation 
in  the  determination  of  which  projects  should  have  art  enrichment.

Commlsg^^ioner  LaRocca  moved  the  following  resolution  be  approved;  it  was 
seconded  and  unanimously  approved.

State/Local  Partnership  Committee  Report  -  Anna-Marie  Metwally,  Chair 

Commissioner  Metwally  reported  that  she  and  Leah  Forbes  had  recently  toured  tha 
artists'  studios  at  Hunter's  Point,  that  will  soon  be  displaced  when  the  USS 
Missouri  takes  possession  of  that  property  as  the  home  port  in  San  Francisco. 
She  reported  there  are  approximately  200  artists' spaces  and  100  small  businesses 
there  that  are  leased  from  AAA  Shipyard,  who  lease  from  the  Navy.   Continuing, 
she  reported  that  the  artists  and  small  business  owners  have  formed  an  association 
and  are  in  the  process  of  compiling  data  and  specifics  to  use  to  gain  support 
from  the  Commission.   Currently,  she  continued,  they  would  like  to  relocate  to 
another  section  of  Hunter's  Point.   Commissioner  Metwally  stated  also,  that  from 
what  she  could  gather  from  her  host  that  day,  Mr.  Tad  Bridenthal,  there's  a  lot 
of  confusion  related  to  the  legal  status  of  the  situation  and  more  exploration 
of  this  issue  is  needed  before  the  Commission  could  take  a  position.   She  stated 
that  if  there  is  a  way  that  is  workable  for  all  the  concerned  parties,  the  Arts 
Conmiission  could  foster  a  solution. 

Further  discussion  ensued  and  Commissioner  Swig  stated  that  the  artists  moving  to 
another  section  of  Hunter's  Point  would  not  be  an  optimum  solution,  in  that  the 
Navy  could  declare  imminent  domain  and  at  any  time  refuse  unclassified  or  non- 
military  personnel  occupancy  in  that  space.   Commissioner  Swig  suggested  that 
perhaps  developers  could  be  encouraged  with  deferred  housing  credits,  requiring 
provision  of  low-cost  housing  in  exchange  for  permit  to  develop  City  properties. 
Conmiiss loner  Warburg  suggested  that  Port  Authority  vacant  property  be  investigated 
and  the  Redevelopment  Agency  contacted  for  assistance  and  advice.   Commissioner 
Kockrise  suggested  that  the  group  contact  the  City  Real  Estate  Deprtment  and  he 
suggested  also  that  the  General  Administration  Servies  of  the  .  '  ^ 

Federal  government  could  be  approached  in  that  they  control  all  federal  property, 
and,  since  the  Navy  has  displaced  these  artists  and  businesses,  perhaps  GSA  could 
find  other,  affordable  federal  space  for  them  to  lease. 

At  the  request  of  Commissioner  Metwally,  Program  Coordinator  Leah  Forbes  reported  that 
President  Nemerovski  and  Director  Isaacs  addressed  the  opening  of  the  Arts  and  Education 
Symposia  a  week  ago.   These  symposia  are  bringing  together  artists  and  educators  to 
create  arts  curricula  for  the  children  in  San  Francisco  Public  Schools. 

Ms.  Forbes  also  reported  that  Bay  Area  Lawyers  for  the  Arts  has  insured  the  match 
of  funds  required  by  the  California  Arts  Council  for  the  artist  live/work  space 
project,  Arthouse,  and  a  program  manager  is  being  sought.

Commissioner  Paterson  reported  that  the  NAP  Committee  and  staff  met  with  the 

Board  of  the  Mission  Cultural  Center  and  an  agreement  was  reached  for  the 

Memorandum  of  Understanding.

She  praised 
the  Festival  Director,  Michael  Bell  and  stated  that  the  Commission  benefited 
immeasurably  from  having  a  professional  public  relations  staff  that  were  so 
effective.   On  behalf  of  the  Commission  she  extended  thanks  and  appreciation 
to  Judith  Abrahams,  Administrative  Assistant,  Larry  Giddings,  Kathy  Wallstein  and 
Ernie  Rivera  -  technical  services;  Jill  Manton  and  Reglna  Almaguer  for  their 
roles  as  symposium  coordinators  and  Anne  Healy  the  moderator;  Marlene  Kramer, 
Children's  Coordinator  and  Linda  Helchman,  assistant  to  the  Director.   She 
stated  also  that  she  felt  much  of  the  success  of  the  Festival  was  due  to  an 
in-house  director  that  created  a  smoother  and  more  efficient  operation.

Commissioner  Hanson  continued  reporting  and  stated  that  she  felt  that  this 
year's  Festival  did  not  extend  itself  to  offer  opportunities  to  the 
emerging  sculptors/artists,  that  traditionally  have  been  the  subject 
matter  of  the  Festival;  this  was  to  have  occurred  with  emphasis  on  the 
satellite  exhibitions  and  she  cautioned  the  Commission  that  next  year's 
Festival  must  not  loose  site  of  the  emerging  artists. 

Assistant  Director  Michael  Bell  reported  to  the  Commission  that  a  final  financial 
report  was  not  possible  at  this  time  due  to  the  transitional  situation  with 
the  Friends  of  the  Arts  and  that  organization's  not  reporting  the  exact  figures 
of  the  income  generated.   To  the  best  of  his  knowledge,  he  stated  that  he 
believed  the  Festival  was  over  budget  by  eight  or  nine  thousand  from  the 
Arts  Commission  figures,;  a  definite  figure  will  have  to  come  from  the 
Friends  of  the  Arts  accountant,  he  concluded. 

In  reply  to  Commissioner  Rockrise's  question.  Commissioner  Jo  Hanson  reported  that 
the  focus  of  the  1987  Festival  had  not  been  decided  upon  but  that  drawing  and 
painting  are  being  seriuosly  considered.   President  Nemerovski  stated  that  at  the 
next  Commission  meeting  there  will  probably  be  recommendations  for  next  year's 
focus . 

Public  Relations  representative  for  the  Arts  Commission,  Ida  Brown,  reported  that 
the  1986  Arts  Festival  received  the  maximum  press  coverage  with  national  television 
and  newspaper  representation.   She  stated  that  almost  every  city  and  small  town 
in  the  United  States  heard  about  Art  Grant  and  the  Procter  and  Gamble  Ivory 
Soap  sculpture  of  Venus  de  Milo.   She  stated  that  Procter  and  Gamble  were  very 
pleased  this  year  and  that  the  Commission  could  probably  expect  an  even  larger 
grant  next  year.   She  stated  also  that  everyone  in  the  media  reported  that  this 
was  a  prestigious  Festival  and  that  they  hoped  it  would  continue  to  be  so.  Ms. 
Brown  also  stated  she  would  like  to  engage,  in  addition  to  the  clipping  service, 
a  video  service  for  next  year's  Festival.   In  conclusion  and  in  reply  to 
Commissioner  Eichelbaum's  query,  she  reported  that  the  Art  Grant's  soap  sculpture 
was  cut  up  and  distributed  to  the  poor  after  the  Festival. 

Relative  to  the  Public  Art  Symposium,  Coordinator  Jill  Manton  reported  that 
attendance  was  gathered  from  a  wide  audience  of  architects,  arts  and  developers 
and  the  group  who  were  most  represented  were  from  the  arts  community;  many 
travelled  quite  a  distance  to  attend.   In  conclusion  she  reported  tiia  t  the 
Symposium  stayed  within  their  budget. 

VII.   NEW  BUSINESS 

Commissioner  Warburg  inquried  as  to  whetlier  the  Commission  would  like  to  invite 
before  the  Civic  Design  Committee,  the  proponents  and  their  proposal  for  the 
planned  S.F.  Conservatory  of  Music,  in  that  the  Commission  had  been  notified 
about  the  plans.  President  Nemerovski  and  Commissioner  LaRocca  replied  that 
it  would  not  be  within  the  Arts  Commission  purview  to  extend  this  invitation 
or  to  become  involved. 

Proposed  Marin  County  Jail  Facility 

Commissioner  Warburg  reported  that  a  prestigious  architectual  firm  had  been 
retained  to  advise  Marin  County  on  the  proposed  facility  to  be  erected  in 
front  of  the  Frank  Lloyd  Wright  building  (Marin  Civic  Center)  and  that  he

The 
location  will  be  announced  later.   Commissioner  Swig  reported  also  that 
the  American  Council  of  the  Arts  are  having  Board  meetings  on  January  19th, 
20th  and  suggested  that  representatives  of  the  arts  community  be  invited 
to  those  meetings.

The  Director  reported  that  this  year  the  Board  of  Supervisors  are  having  preliminary 
hearings  on  budget  issues  and  review  to  acquaint  them  with  issues  prior  to  the  time 
that  they  must  approve  after  the  Mayor's  approval.   She  described  the  format  of  the 
budget  review  report  that  she  had  to  submit  last  week  and  stated  that  Supervisor 
Walker  was  Impressed  and  very  supportive  of  the  Arts  Commission  acquiring  space  that 
is  accessible  to  the  handicapped.

2)   to  research  and  obtain  information  on  city-wide  procedures  of  design 
review;  3)   clarify  Arts  Commission  jurisdiction  of  matters  pertained 
in  the  Charter /ordinance  that  are  currently  unclear;   4)  improve  physical 
elements  of  the  CDC  review  by  provision  of  adequate  materials  for  use 
during  monthly  meetings,  i.e.  easels,  pointers,  etc.   5)  consideration 
of  fees  to  be  charged  per  phase  of  each  submission, to  the  Committee  and 
to  be  used  for  subvention  of  partial  salary  costs  of  coordinator  for 
the  program.

Director  Isaacs  stated  that  as  each  committee 
reports  it  is  becoming/^PP^^s'fclie  necessity  of  changes  needed  throughout 
to  update  the  charter. 

Visual  Arts  Committee  Report  -  Robert  LaRocca,  Chair 

Commissioner  LaRocca  reported  that  the  first  item  for  the  Committee  goals  were 
for  the  City  Art  Collection  and  were:   1)   the  computerization  of  the  City  Collection; 
2)  $10,000  budget  to  hire  two  conservators  for  specialization  in  paintings  and 
drawings  and  conservation  and  maintenance  of  outdoor  monuments;  3)  appropriate 
storage  area  for  the  Collection. 

The  goals  and  priorities  for  1986-87  for  the  Visual  Arts  Committee  are: 

1)  development  of  a  new  additional  ordinance  that  would  allow  for  projects 
with  art  enrichment  budgets  under  $10,000  to  accumulate  the  art  enrich- 
ment monies  on  an  agency  by  agency  basis  for  use  at  a  later  date  for  an 
appropriate  site  within  that  department. 

2)  Funding  for  two  Art  in  Public  Places  Curators  as  a  line  item  within  ■ 
the  Arts  Commisison  budget.                                                1 

3)  Hiring  of  support  staff  to  assist  two  curators  and  registrar  with  clerical 
work  which  now  accounts  for  approximately  30%  of  their  time.   This  would 

allow  more  time  for  the  execution  of  their  professional  responsibilities.

^)  Annual  funding  for  technical  services  required  by  Art  in  Public  Places  curators 
and  the  registrar  . 

5)  Funds  for  staff  to  attend  professional  conferences  and  seminars. 

6)  Annual  allocation  of  funds  to  allow  Visual  Arts  Committee  to  purchase 
artwork  from  each  of  the  Arts  Commission  Gallery  exhibitions.  Amount 
recommended:   $15,000. 


7)   The  implementation  of  the  Art  Enrichment  Ordinance  in  accord  with  the  language 
of  the  ordinance.   Specifically,  the  art  enrichment  allocation  should  not  be 
deducted  from  the  construction  budget;  it  should  be  included  as  a  line-item  in 
the  overall  project  budget. 

Discussion  ensued  on  item  seven  and  President  Nemerovski  stated  that  a  meeting 
should  be  held  with  Rudy  Nothenberg,  the  incoming  Chief  Administrative  Officer, 
to  make  him  aware  of  the   art  enrichrent  situation  and  the  necessity  of  insuring 
art  enrichment  as  a  line-item  in  the   proposed  budgets  of  new  projects.

In  the  absence  of  Commissioner  Duncan,  Commissioner  Swig  stated  the  following 
were  the  committee's  goals  for  1987-88:   1)   to  educate  the  Commission  as  to 
the  Commission's  budgetary  process;  2)  to  develop  a  clear  and  simplified  budget 
document  for  reporting  of  the  Commission's  financial  activity  and  the  document 
to  include  reporting  of  government  and  private  sources  of  income;  3)   set  policy 
for  Public  Arts  Fund  Allocations;  4)  determine  who  is  responsible  for  development 
and  development  priorities  and  clarify  relationship  and  role  of  the  Friends  of 
the  S.F.  Arts  Commission;  5)  consideration  of  establishing  governance  committee 
of  the  Commission,  appointed  by  the  President,  to  consider  everything  that  is 
not  specific  to  other  Committees  but  that  reflects  on  all  aspects  of  the  Commission 

NEA  Design  Arts  Application 

Commissioner  Swig  stated  that  Consent  Calendar  item  number  nine  was  removed  because 
of  the  need  for  further  discussion  by  the  whole  Commission.   President  Nemerovski 
inquired  of  Leah  Forbes  how  the  $15,000,  required  as  a  cash  match  ,  was  going  to 
be  obtained.   In  response,  Ms.  Forbes  reported  that  the  Committee  would  be  approaching 
the  commercial  sector  -  film  industry  and  if  not  successful  the  Committee  would 
approach  the  San  Francisco  Foundation  and/or  the  Gerbode  Foundation.   Continuing, 
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Leah  Forbes  stated  that  she  felt  what  was  important  for  the  Arts  Commission  to 
consider  was  the  actual  surveying  of  the  arts  industry  in  the  for-profit  sector. 
This  grant  was  orginally  going  to  be  sponsored  by  the  Planning  Department,  then  it 
was  recommended  by  the  State/Local  Task  Force  that  it  be  submitted  as  a  joint  sponsor- 
ship. Because  of  passage  of  Proposition  M  in  November,  City  Planning  now  does  not 
wish  to  make  formal  application  with  the  allocation  of  more  than  one  person's  time 
to  work  on  this  grant.   It  is  now  recommended  that  the  Arts  Commission  be  the  prime 
sponsor  with  the  endorsement  of  the  Planning  Commission  and  the  allocation  of 
30  percent  staff  personnel  time-  Paul  Lord.   Further  discussion  ensued  and  Commissioner 
Swig  stated  that  strategy  for  the  use  of  the  information  the  study  would  produce 
should  be  written  into  the  proposal  and  moved  that  it  be  approved;  it  was  seconded 
by  Commissioner  LaRocca  and  unanimously  approved.

Commissioner  Hanson  announced  that  her  Committee  is   meeting  in  December  to 
formulate  the  committee  goals  and  they  would  be  presented  to  the  Commission  next 
month.   Commissioner  Metwally  moved  that  the  following  resolution  be  approved; 
it  was  seconded  and  unanimously  approved.

Neighborhood  Arts  Program  Committee  Report  -  William  Paterson,  Chair

RESOLVED,  That  this   Commission  does  hereby  resolve  not  to  renew 
the  present  Memorandum  of  Understanding  with  the  Bayvlew  Opera  House 
Board  of  Directors. 

Discussion:   In  response  to  Commissioner  Warburg's  question,  Commissioner 
Paterson  stated  that  the  decision  not  to  renew  the  MOU  will  result  In 
the  present  Board's  Inability  to  administer  or  execute  programming  and 
the  management  of  the  facility.   He  reported  also  that  the  present  Board 
had  fired,  without  notice  and  against  personnel  policy,  the  newly-elected 
Manager,  Richard  Partee.   Continuing,  he  stated  that  Mr.  Partee   Is 
presently  engaged  by  the  Commission  to  work  on  future  plans  for  AREPO 
and  creation  of  a  new  Memorandum  of  Understanding. 

Director  Isaacs  reported  she  had  attempted  to  meet  with  the  Bayvlew  Board 
president  for  the  purpose  of  discussion  and  resolution  to  the  problems 
that  arose  subsequent  to  the  release  of  Mr.  Partee.   She  stated  also,  her 
concern  relative  to  that  Board's  refusal  to  open  the  Center  for  the 
closing  ceremonies  of  the  Mayor's  Anti-Drug  Rally  two  months  ago. 

President  Nemerovski  reminded  the  Commission  of  the  January  26th  Roundtable 
Meeting  and  encouraged  all  members  of  the  Commission  to  attend.   Confirmation 
of  the  meeting  place  v;lll  be  sent  to  all  Coimniss loners. 

In  reply  to  Commissioner  Rockrlse's  query.  Program  director,  Anne-Marie  Theilen 
and  Mr.  Partee  reported  on  steps  that  will  be  taken  to  form  a  new  Board  and 
that  new  Board's  relationship  to  the  Commission  and  their  Director. 

JMlssion  Cultural  Center 

Program  Director,  Anne' Marie  Theilen  reported  that  the  Center's  opening  is  delayed 
due  to  installation  of  a  few  exit  lights.   Continuing,  she  reported  that  there  will 
be  a  public  meeting  on  January  14th  ;  topic  of  discussion  at  that  meeting  will  be 
"Why  the  Mission  Cultural  Center  is  Not  Open."   She  stated  that  representatives  of 
the  Arts  Commission  should  attend  to  point  out  and  explain  that  the  Center's  opening 
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is  delayed  due  to  confirmation  of  code  compliance  and  sign-off  by  other  City  Agencies 
responsible  for  such  documents.   She  said  that  she  will  request  a  staff  member  of 
the  Bureau  of  Architecture  to  attend  that  meeting,  also. 

Mrs.  Theilen,  at  the  request  of  Commissioner  Paterson,  reported  that  the  Mission 
Cultural  Center's  Memorandum  of  Understanding  compliance  meeting  will  be  held  at 
the  Arts  Commission  Offices  -  3rd-floor  conference  room  at  9:00  a.m.  on  January 
8th.   She  stated  also  that  work  is  in  motion  to  have  a  prepared  contract,  rather 
than  a  MOU,  ready  by  July  1987,  for  all  Cultural  Centers. 

Music  Committee  Report  -  Vernon  Alley,  Chair 

Commissioner  Alley  reported  that  the  Committee  is  ahead  of  schedule  on  programming 
for  the  1987  POPS  concerts.   Director  Isaacs  reported  that  discussion  and  consideration 
is  being  given  for  the  possibility  of  inviting  a  community  music  organization  as  a 
prelude  to  opening  night  concert  or  as  an  intermission  program.   CommjLssioner  Alley 
reported  that  ideas  are  being  considered  to  replace  the  annual  champagne  cork-popping 
contest,  for  another  type  activity  to  precede  the  opening  night  concert. 

Arts  Festival  Committee  Report  -  Jo  Hanson,  Chair 

Assistant  Director  Michael  Bell  reported  that  the  final  figures  for  the  1986  Arts 
Festival  reflect  that  the  deficit  is  $2,100;  this  is  the  lowest  deficit  so  far.   The 
Commission  applauded  the  news. 

Director  Isaacs  reported  that  plans  are  proceeding  on  the  young  people's  component 
of  the  1987  Arts  Festival  and  that  candidates  are  being  considered  for  coordination 
of  this  component  of  the  Festival;  she  requested  the  Commission's  authorization  to 
set  aside  $9,000  of  the  Hotel  Tax  Fund's  allocation  for  this  position.   She  reported 
also  that  she  is  having  considerations  relative  to  the  Festival  being  held  the  same 
weekend  as  the  Golden  Gate  Bridge  Celebration  and  she  invited  comments  and  suggestions 
from  the  Commission. 

Other  considerations  are  being  given  to  the  location  of  the  chldren's  art  festival 
being  held  indoors  in  Brooks  Hall/Civic  Auditorium  versus  Civic  Center  Plaza. 
Anne  Marie  Theilen  stated  that  the  School  Superintendent  would  like  the  exhibit 
and  festival  to  be  indoors.   Commissioner  Warburg  stated  that  Moscone  Center  and 
the  Palace  of  Fine  Arts  should  be  investigated  as  alternate  spaces  for  the  Festival. 
Michael  Bell  suggested  the  exhibits  be  placed  in  satellite  locations  throughout 
the  City.   Director  Isaacs  also  invited  suggestions  of  names  for  funding  sources 
and  volunteers  to  work  on  the  Festival. 

Urban  Fair 

Director  Isaacs  reported  that  since  her  last  report  in  December,  she  has  met  with 
Urban  Fair  Director,  Susan  Stowens,  and  that  the  situation  as  she  had  reported  ity 
has  changed.   The  Urban  Fair  organization  is  going  through  reassessment^ she  stated, 
and  they  would  not  be  able  to  have  firm  plans  and  commitment  until  February,  1987. 
The  Director  stated  that  chances  are  diminished  of  the  Arts  Commission  collaborating 
with  them  on  exhibiting  artwork,     ,  at  that  late  date   for  planning.   Continuing, 
she  reported  that  Ms.  Stowens  stated  interest  in  Urban  Fair  collaborating  on  the 
Children's  Art  Festival  component  of  the  Arts  Commisison  and  the  Director  named  the 
advantages  they  could  offer  the  Arts  Commission  Children's  Art  Festival.   She  reported, 
in  conclusion,  she  will  have  further  facts  to  present  to  the  Commission  at  February's 
Commission  Meeting.   She  requested  comments  and  input  from  the  Commission  on  Ms.  Stowen's 
and  Urban  Fair  colloborating  with  the  Arts  Commission  Children's  Art  Festival. 
President  Nemerovski  stated  that  she  didn't  think  funders  would  spend  $200,000  on  a 
children's  arts  festival  that  was  being  done  in  conjunction  with  the  school  district  and 
•.he  Urban  Fair.   Director  Isaacs  stated  that  there  is  $50,000  available  for  production 
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sr  t  is  t 
She  added  that  her  main  concern  is  how  the  adult/   .  community  will  be  represented 

this  year  and  that  if  the  Commission  does  not  want  to  collaborate  with  the  Urban 

Fair, then  the  proposal  to  have  an  exhibit  in  Civic  Auditorium,  during  the  POPS 

Concerts, is  an  alternative.

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President  Nemerovski  reported  to  the  Commission  that  El  Paso 

Natural  Gas  Company  will,  again,  underwrite  the  POPS  Concerts 

with  a  gift   of  $50,000  and  funds  for  the  opening  night  party.

III.   DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 

Director  Isaacs  reported  on  the  background  of,  and  introduced  to  the  Commission, 
the  new  Arts  Commission  Gallery  Director,  Anne  Marie  Meissner.   Ms.  Meissner 
comes  to  the  Commission  from  the  San  I4ateo  Arts  Council;  she  was  the  Director 
there.   Ms.  Meissner  acknowledged  the  Commission  and  Ms.  Kolba,  the  Gallery 
Assistant,  who  has  directed  the  Gallery  since  april,  1986.   Ms.  Meissner  also 
reported  that  she  and  Ms.  Kolba  are  currently  writing  and  preparing  for  mailing, 
that  day,  a  grant  to  the  California  Arts  Council. 

Turk-Fillmore  Facility 

Director  Isaacs  reported  on  the  history  of  the  old  Muni  Building  at  Turk  and 
Fillmore  Streets  that  is  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Arts  Commission's 
Neighborhood  Arts  Program.  She  explained  the  attempts  of  other  institutions 
to  rent  the  building,  but  that  it  was  in  such  a  state  of  disrepair  that 
all  requests  had  been  abandoned.   She  stated  also  that  the  Commission  had 
adopted  a  resolution  to  protect  the  building  from  being  used  for  other  than 
cultural  purposes.   She  stated  that  a  report  would  be  made  on  a  proposal  for 
this  property  under  the  Neighborhood  Arts  Program  Committee  report,  today. 

Bayview-Hunter's  Point  Area 

The  Director  stated  that  three-weeks  ago  she  had  received  a  telephone  call  at 
her  home,  from  Mayor  Feinstein.   The  Mayor,  she  reported, is  concerned  about 
the  drug  scene  in  the  Bayview-Hunter's  Point  area  and  the  youth  there.   She 
reported  that  the  Mayor  had  requested  her  to  tour  two  recreation  centers  in 
that  area  that  are  not  used  to  their  maximum  potential, and/meet  the  people 
in  the  community  and  perhaps  to  present  some  ideas  for  programs  there  that  will 
be  an  alternative  to  involvement  with  drugs.   The  Mayor,  continued  Ms.  Isaacs, 
inquired  about  the  street  artists  teaching  crafts  to  the  children  of  that 
area  in  those  recreation  centers.   The  Director  reported  that  she  had  relayed 
this  information  to  the  street  artists  and  some  of  them  were  excited  because 
they  see  it  as  an  opportunity  to  improve  their  image  in  the  community. 
And,  the  Director  stated  that  the  Mayor,  her  office  and  the  Criminal  Justice 
Department, are  working  together  to  write  a  grant  to  a  major  San  Francisco 
foundation  to  fund  such  a  program  at  i  the  Milton  Meyer  and  Joseph  P.  Lee 
Recreation  Centers.   Ms.  Isaacs  reported  in  conclusion  that  it  was  her  hope 
that  these  positive  plans  would  impact  on  the  Commission's  Bayview  Opera  House. 

American  Association  of  Museums  Conference 

The  Director  reported  that  she  is  the  Chair  for  the  local  arrangements  of  the 

AAM  Conference  planned  for  June  7-10,  1987  in  San  Francisco  and  that  the 

Assistant  Director  Michael  Bell  is  coordinating  the  curatorial  portion  of  the 
conference.

U.S.  Urban  Arts  Federation  Conference 

The  Director  reported  that  this  federation  is  comprised  of  representatives 

of  fifty  large  cities  in  the  United  States  and  that  she  attended  their 

current  conference  in  Miami,  January  21st-24th.   She  stated  what  was  particularly 

impressive  to  her  was  art  in  public  places  work  that  is  being  done  there. 

She  reported  that  there  is  a  new  ordinance  in  Miami  that  allows  aggregation  of 

funds  for  public  art  projects.   She  stated  that  this  ordinance  also  supports 

their  arts  and  education  program  there  in  the   high  schools  and  colleges  and 

a  field  trip  program  for  elementary  school-age  children  to  learn  about  p.ubld:c_art.. 

She  passed  around  the  Miami  and  Chicago  public  art  publications.

Arts  Festival  1987  Report 

Director  Isaacs  introduced  Mr.  Bill  Roarty,  Support  Services  for  the  Arts     who 
is  contracting  with  the  Arts  Commission  to  coordinate  the  overall  production. 
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Visual  Arts  Committee  Report  (cont'd.) 

Director  Isaacs  reported  that  the  significance  of  this  year's  Arts  Festival  is 
that  the  young  people  of  San  Francisco  will  be  offered  the  opportunity  that 
the  Arts  Commission  has  extended  to  the  adult  artists  of  the  City  the  past 
forty  years.   She  stated  again,  that  the  Golden  Gateway  to  the  Arts  was 
suggested  by  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  Dr.  Cortines,  and  the  Festival 
will  align  with  the  50th  anniversary  of  the  Golden  Gate  Bridge  and  that 
much  work  is  being  done  collaboratively  with  the  schools  and  the  afterschool 
arts  organizations  that  work  with  young  people.   The  schools  are  developing 
curriculum  entitled,  "Bridges  to  History,"  that  will  involve  the  arts,  science, 
history,  etc.   She  stated  that  the  Festival  will  be  held  in  Golden  Gate  Park 
rather  than  Civic  Center  Plaza  because  that  area  holds  more  potential  for 
the  students  and  their  families  and  that  also,  the  museum  directors  have 
indicated  their  interest  in  making  welcome,  the  festival.   The  title  of 
the  festival  is  Golden  Gateway  to  the  Arts,  the  Director  continued,  stating 
that  the  title  is  the  Arts  Commission's  way  honoring  the  bridge  and  that 
the  children  of  San  Francisco  are  the  "bridge"  to  the  future  of  San  Francisco. 

Mr.  Roarty  reported  that  Festival  coordination  is  in  the  design  stages.   He 
said  that  in  addition  to  the  public  schools,  private  and  parochial  schools 
will  participate  in  addition  to  arts  providers;  he  reported  that  almost  every 
discipline  of  the  arts  will  be  represented  in  a  true,  festival  production  on 
the  music  concourse  in  Golden  Gate  Park.   The  dates  of  the  Festival  are  May  2nd 
through  6th.   The  Weekend  of  May  2nd  will  be  for  students  and  their  families 
and  during  that  week  the  schools  will  participate  in  arts  activities.

Art-Education  Symposium 

Ms.  Forbes  thanked  President  Nemerovski  and  Director  Isaacs  for  their  participation 
in  the  Art-Education  Symposium  at  San  Francisco  State  University,  Saturday. 
She  reported  that  this  symposium  was  the  second  step  in  a  four-step  project 
to  initiate  dialogue  between  educators  and  art  managers  in  San  Francisco. 
She  stated  that  Board  of  Education  member,  Libby  Denebeim  offered  to  take 
back  to  the  Board,  a  policy  statement.   This  project  of  artists  and  teachers 
working  together  to  develop  arts  education  curriculum  to  San  Francisco  students 
will  continue  through  June,  1987.

Discussion:   Commissioner  Rodriguez  stated  his  concerns  regarding 
the  celebrating  of  a  New  York  artist  at  the  Airport.   He  said 
he  felt  local  artists  should  be  promoted.

RESOLUTION  NO.  F32-87-192:   Authorization  to  Pay  BACVA  Membership  APPROVED 

"RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  does  hereby  authorize  the 
Director  to  expend  $150  from  the  Friends  of  the  Arts 
for  payment  of  $150  membership  fee  to  Bay  Area  Consortium 
for  the  Visual  Arts  (BACVA)." 

National  Assembly  Local  Arts  Agencies 

Director  Isaacs  requested  that  the  Commission  consider  membership  in 
the  National  Assembly  Local  Arts  Agencies.   She  reported  that  it  had 
been  discussed  in  Committee  and  Commissioner  Duncan  requested  that 
the  full  Commission  decide.   She  stated  that  NALAA  is  a  national 
arts  organization  that  represents  states'  arts  agencies  on  the  national 
level  and  as  a  service  agency  have  an  annual  conference,  publish  informa- 
tional material  and  a  monthly  magazine; as  a  member,  the  Commission 
would  have  access  to  pertinent  data  that  derives  from  various  surveys 
they  have  taken.   Lengthy  discussion  ensued  and  in  conclusion,  it 
was  decided  that  due  to  the  amount  of  the  fees  that  are  based  on 
an  agency's  budget  and  pass-through  funds,  a  comparison  of  fees 
and  offerings  should  be  made  with  the  American  Council  of  the 
Arts.   The  item  was  tabled  for  further  discussion  at  the  April 
Commission  Meeting. 

State-Local  Partnership  Program  Committee  Report  -  Anna-Marie  Metwally, Chair 

At  the  request  of  Ms.  Forbes,  Margie  O'Driscoll,  Arthouse  Coordinator 

reported  on  the  recent  victory  of  five  artists,  at  Pier  70,  who  had 

received  eviction  notice.   With  the  assistance  of  Arthouse,  Ms.  O'Driscoll 

reported,  the  artists  negotiated  in  court  and  also  obtained  estimates 

of  code  work  for  the  building  of  $15,000,  as  opposed  to  the  Port 

Authority's  estimate  of  $1,000,000.   She  stated  that  the  topic  had  . 

received  good  press  and  that  the  artists  are  currently  meeting  with  I 
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State/Local  Partnership  Report  (cont'd.) 

the  master  tenent  to  develop  a  timeline  for  bringing  the  building  up 
to  code.   In  conclusion  , Ms .  O'Driscoll  acknowledged  the  Commission 
and  especially  Commissioner  Swig, who  assisted  the  artists  in  their 
struggle  to  retain  their  spaces  at  Pier  70. 

Economic  Impact  Study 

Ms.  Forbes  distributed  pre-released  copies  of  the  Economic  Impact  Report 
for  the  Commissioners'  perusal.  She  requested  that  these  reports  be 
returned  for  further  correction  and  inclusion  of  the  final  chapter. 
Relative  to  the  decision  at  last  month's  meeting  to  give  a  draft  to 
the  Mayor's  Offfice  and  President  of  the  Board  of  Supervisor's, 
President  Nemerovski  reported  that  she  had  received  a  request  from 
Chamber  of  Commerce  not  to  distribute  the  report  prior  to  their 
press  release  for   the  report.   She  stated  that  the  Chamber  has 
developed  a  public  relations  strategy  and  had  been  planning  for 
months  on  the  release  of  the  report  and  they  feared  if  the  information 
contained  in  the  report  were  made  public  prior  to  their  release  it 
would  dilute  the  effectiveness  of  the  report.   Discussion  ensued  and 
Commissioners  Hanson  and  Swig  stated  their  considerations  about  with- 
holding the  report  from  the  Mayor's  office  and  the  President  of  the 
Board.   President  Nemerovski  stated  thac  she  would  call  the  President 
of  the  Board  and  the  Mayor's  office  and  explain  the  need  for  confident- 
iality and  tell  them  the  date  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  press  conference 
for  the  report. 

Statewide  Local  Arts  Agencies 

Relative  to  the  local  arts  agencies,  Ms.  Forbes  reported  that  there  is 
movement  afoot  to  form  a  statewide  local  arts  agency  and  that  she  and 
Director  Isaacs  had  attended  a  meeting  in  January  regarding 
these  plans  and  that  another  is  planned  in  Contra  Costa  County  on 
March  6th.   She  invited  Commissioners  to  attend,  also. 

California  State  Summer  School  for  the  Arts 

Commissioner  Swig  reported  that  she  had  recently  been  appointed  a  trustee 
of  a  newly-formed  summer  school  for  the  arts  that  will  be  funded  by  the 
state  and  private  sector,  50%  each.   She  stated  that  the  student  body  of 
this  summer  school  will  comprise  of  600  highschool  students  with  out- 
standing talentand  that  the  campus  would  float  from  year  to  year  -  this 
year  in  Valencia,  California.   Additionally,  she  reported  that  on  May  8th 
at  12:00  noon,  statewide,  a  selection  of  approximately  1,000  students  of 
merit  (chosen  from  the  applications)  would  receive  a  specially  designed 
medallion  (that  is  being  paid  for  by  El  Paso  Natural  Gas  Company).   She 
stated  in  conclusion  that  she  would  bring  the  program  posters  for  the 
Commission  that  are  being  produced  by  AT&T  to  the  April  Commission  Meeting, 
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VI.   COMMITTEE  REPORTS  (continued) 

Street  Artists  Program  Committee  Report  -  Jo  Hanson,  Chair 

Commlslsoner  Hanson  submitted  the  motion  to  approve  Item  number  one 
under  Street  Artists  Committee  Report  on  the  Agenda;  It  was  seconded 
and  unanimously  carried. 

RESOLUTION  NO.  32-87-193;   Authorization  to  Seek  Permanent  Sales  Spaces 

"RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  does  hereby  authorize  Street 
Artist  staff  to  seek  permanency  of  various  Christmas  1986 
sales  spaces,  and  to  meet  with  BART  authorities  on  BART 
station  sales  spaces." 

Gerard  Pepper  Cracas/Martln  Butschek  Appeal  of  Penalty  for  Violations 

Commissioner  Hanson  briefed  the  Commission  on  the  history  of 
events  that  required  the  Arts  Commission  to  enforce  not  only 
the  quality  of  the  Street  Artists  Program  but  violations  that 
were  normally  handled  by  the  Police  Department.   She  stated  that 
Mr.  Cracas  and  Mr.  Butschek  were  sketch  artists  who  shared  display 
size  regulations  after  having  received  one  written  citation  and 
warnings  from  the  Art  Inspector  on  seven  (7)  separate  occasions, 
from  December  1985  to  July,  1986.   The  Program  Committee  was 
recommending  a  one-month  suspension  of  their  certificates,  after 
the  Committee  had  reduced  the  recommendation  of  two-months  suspension 
submitted  by  the  Program  Director.   Commissioner  Hanson  invited  the 
two  artists  to  testify  in  their  defense. 

Mr.  Butschek  and  Mr.  Cracas  testified  that  they  felt  the  one-month 
suspension  was  severe  in  that  it  was  given  at  a  time  prior  to  the 
setting  of  standard  penalties,  and  severe  in  comparison  to  the  penalties 
given  the  other  artists  at  the  same  hearing  as  theirs.   They  Implored 
compassion  from  the  Commission  in  that  the  penalty  would  create  finan- 
cial hardship  for  them;  they  requested  that  the  penalty  be  reduced. 

Mr.  Wallace  Brown,  Street  Art  Inspector,  reported  on  the  warnings  he 
had  issued  Mr.  Butschek  and  Mr.  Cracas  seven  times  prior  to  issuing  the 
written  citation.   He  would  warn  them,  always  in  a  way  as  to  not 
embarrass  them  in  front  of  their  customers,  that  their  display  was  not 
in  compliance  with  the  rules  and  that  they  were  in  violation  of 
street  artist  ordinance.   On  each  occasion,  he  said,  the  artists 
would  immediately  correct  the  size  of  their  display. 

Mr.  Howard  Lazar,  Program  Director,  reported  that  in  the  summer  of 
1985,  all  street  artists  were  given  a  niney-day  notice  that  the 
Arts  Commission  would  be  enforcing  the  size  regulations,  and  that, 
upon  the  advice  of  the  City  Attorney's  office,  the  S/A  Program 
Committee  would,  until  standard  penalties  would  be  adopted,  consider 
each  case  on  its  own  merit.   The  recommended  penalty  for  Mr.  Butschek 
and  Mr.  Cracas  came  about  at  the  same  time  the  recently  adopted  standard 
penalties  were  to  be  published,  but  legally  their  violations  occurred 
"before  the  fact,"  and  the  Commission  was  not  obligated  to  apply  the 
standard  penalties  to  Butschek  and  Cracas'  case. 
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Street  Artists  Program  Committee  Report  (cont'd.) 

Commissioner  Hanson  moved  that  the  penalties  remain;  it  was  seconded 
and  unanimously  carried: 

RESOLUTION:  SA32-87-194:   Upholding  Committee  Decision  for  Penalty  APPROVED 

"RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  does  hereby  uphold  the 
Street  Artists  Committee  decision  of  four-week 
certificate  suspension  of  Mr.  Gerard  Pepper  Cracas 
and  Mr.  Martin  Butschek  for  violation  of  Section 
2A05  Street  Artist  Ordinance." 

Discussion:   Commisisoner  Warburg  stated  that  as  a  Committee 
member  being  present  at  the  hearing,  he  agreed  with  the 
decision  of  the  Program  Director  and  the  Committee.   Commissioner 
Alley  stated  that  although  they  had  received  seven  warnings, 
he  questioned  the  severity  of  the  penalty  for  one  citation. 
Commissioner  Rockrise  stated  that  the  penalty,  as  established 
by  the  program  committee,  should  be  enforced. 

Music  Committee  Report  -  Vernon  Alley,  Chair 

Commissioner  Alley  reported  that  Harry  Belafonte  would  not  be 
contracted  with  for  the  1987  POPS  season  due  to  his  having 
multiple  booksings  on  the  east  coast  at  that  time.   He  reported 
that  Pearl  Bailey  is  being  negotiated  for  instead  and  that  Herb 
Alpert  was  being  sought  after  instead  of  Chuck  Magione,  for  the 
July  31st  concert.   He  stated  that  the  schedule  of  artists,  pre- 
viously reported  on,  had  firm  commitments  with  contracts  in  hand, 
or  in  process.   Commissioner  Alley  then  reported  that  Mr.  John 
Liikala  had  met  with  the  Committee  and  presented  his  decorating 
plans  for  the  auditorium  lobby  and  had  not  increased  his  price 
from  last  year.   Commissioner  .lley  submitted  the  motion  to 
approve  the  following  Resolution;  it  was  seconded  and  unanimously 
adopted. 

RESOLUTION  NO.  M32-87-195:   Authorization  to  Enter  Into  Contract 

with  John  Liikala. 


"RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  does  hereby  authorize 
the  Director  of  Cultural  Affairs  to  enter  into  personal 
services  contract  with  artist,  John  Liikala,  for  a  fee 
not  to  exceed  $13,000,  for  the  1987  POPS  Concerts 
decorations  for  Civic  Auditorium'.' 

Discussion:   In  reply  to  Commissioner  Rockrise's  query.  Commissioner 
Alley  and  Director  Isaacs  stated  that  all  items  would  be  itemized  in 
the  written  contract  and  that  the  $4,500  would  be  expended  for  design 
and  decorating  of  three  windows  on  the  front  of , the  Civic  Auditorium 
to  advertise  the  POPS.  Also  provided  with  this  fee  will  be  chaser  lights  around 
balcony  and  balloon  arches  over  the  entrance  doors  and  10  large  weather 
balloons,  streaming  from  the  outdoor  canopy.   Director  Isaacs  reported 
to  the  Commission  that  she  had  discussed  and  estimate  with  FMI  Productions 
for  this  work  and  that  it  would  range  from  $20,000  to  $25,000  if  they  were 
to  provide  what  John  Liikala  was  being  contracted  to  do. 
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Music  Committee  Report  (cont'd.) 

Commissioner  Rodriguez  stated  his  disappointment  that  the  1987 
POPS  would  not  have  Hispanic  representation  among  the  artists 
hired.   Commissioner  Alley  concurred  and  reported  that  the 
Committee  had  tried  to  engage  a  Hispanic  artist,  unsuccessfully. 
President  Nemerovski  responded  that  the  well-known  Hispanic  artists 
require  more  money  than  what  the  Commission  could  contract  for. 

In  conclusion  of  his  report,  Commissioner  Alley  stated  that  the 
Committee  is  working  on  the  Complimentary  Ticket  Policy  and   the 
plan  should  be  ready  for  presentation  to  the  Commission  at  the 
April  Meeting.   In  reply  to  President  Nemerovskl's  request, 
Commissioner  Alley  stated  that  a  copy  of  the  policy  would  be  mailed 
to  each  Commissioner  prior  to  the  Meeting. 

The  Literature,  Theatre  and  Neighborhood  Arts  Program  made  no  reports.

Commissioner  Rodriguez  stated  that  some  terminology  in  the  report  states 
percentages  of  money  being  allocated  to  minority  ethnic  groups  that  may 
misrepresent  the  amount  of  money  these  groups  receive.

Director  Isaacs  stated  that  on  the  previous  evening,  Peter  Henschel 
of  the  Mayor's  Office  had  requested  a  copy  of  the  report.   She 
stated  that  relative  to  last  month's  discussion  and  decision  to 
keep  the  report  confidential  until  the  press  release  by  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  she  reported  that  at  the  recent  Chamber  of 
Commerce  Business  Arts  Awards  Luncheon,  mention  was  made  of  the 
Facilities  Impact  Report.   She  stated  that  in  light  of  this  she 
recommended  that  a  draft  copy  be  sent  to  the  Mayor's  Office,  now, 
as  a  courtesy. 

Director  Isaacs  introduced  Mr.  Richard  Reineccius  who  is  filling  in 
for  Leah  Forbes  who  is  on  personal  leave.   Mr.  Reineccius  distributed 
copies  of  the  draft  report  to  each  Commissioner  and  requested  they 
be  returned  for  editing  within  the  month. 

Hunters  Point  Artists 

Ms.  O'Driscoll  updated  the  Commission  on  the  situation  at  Hunters  Point 
where  350  artist  will  be  displaced  in  one  year  due  to  the  USS  Missouri 
being  berthed  there.   She  reported  that  the  Navy  recently  submitted 
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their  environmental  impact  report  and  that  report  did  not  reflect 
the  economic,  social  or  cultural  impact  of  the  350  artists  in 
that  area.   Commissioner  Rodriguez  moved  that  a  letter  be  sent 
to  the  US  Navy  opposing  the  artists  eviction.   Commissioners 
Duncan  and  Metwally  stated  their  considerations  relative  to 
addressing  a  letter  to  the  U.S.  Navy.   Discussion  ensued; Commissioner 
Rodriguez  amended  his  motion  that  a  letter  be  sent  to  the 
Mayor  rather  than  the  Navy,  urging  the  City  and/or  the  Navy 
to  recommend  alternative  locations  for  the  artists. 

Resolution  No.  SL47-87-232:   Letter  to  Mayor  Re.  Hunter's  Point  Artists 

Resolved,  That  this  Commission  does  hereby  recommend  the 
that  a  letter  be  sent  to  the  Mayor  stated  the  Commission's 
concerns  about  the  displacement  of  the  artists,  by  the  U.S. 
Navy,  and  requesting  from  her  recommendations  for  alternative 
artist  space. 

Street  Artists  Program  Committee  Report  -  Jo  Hanson,  Chair 

Commissioner  Hanson  and  Program  Director  Lazar  reported  to  the 
Commission  on  the  evidence  and  findings  of  the  April  Program  Committee 
hearing  of  Street  Artist,  James  Toolate.   Mr.  Toolate  was  charged  with 
displaying  items  not  of  his  own  creation  -  commercially  manufactured 
items  as  well  as  items  created  by  another  street  artist,  Mark  Kielty, 
who  had  identified  his  pieces  on  Mr.  Toolate 's  display  as  being  part 
of  $3,000  worth  of  jewelry  he  had  created  and  had  been  stolen  from  his 
home.   Mr.  Toolate  was  also  charged  with  improper  conduct  of  business  - 
possessing/displaying  stolen  property.   As  the  Program  Committee  had 
lacked  a  quorum.  Commissioner  Hanson  had  heard  the  case  as  a  committee- 
of-one  and  had  stated  that  she  would  recommend  to  the  full  Commission 
that  Mr.  Toolate' s  certificate  be  revoked.   Mr.  Toolate  had  failed  to 
appear  at  his  hearing.   Commissioner  Hanson  clarified  that  when  an 
artist  does  not  appear  at  his  hearing,  the  Commission's  hearing  pro- 
cedure allows  for  the  Program  Committee  to  recommend  the  penalty  for 
violation(s)  of  which  the  artist  is  charged,  and  that  the  artist  is 
entitled  to  request  a  re-hearing  with  the  Committee  based  on  his  sub- 
mitting in  writing  the  grounds  upon  which  the  re-hearing  is  requested. 
If  new  evidence  is  relied  upon  as  grounds,  the  request  should  show 
the  nature  of  the  evidence,  why  the  evidence  was  not  produced,  and  why 
the  artist  did  not  appear  at  the  original  hearing.   Mr.  Toolate  had 
written  that  he  had  gone  out  of  town,  his  truck  had  broken  down, 
and  he  had  been  unable  to  come  to  his  hearing,  and  he  was  requesting 
a  re-hearing. 

Mr.  Toolate,  and  his  counsel,  Ms.  Kate  Dixon,  were  present  today  to 
appeal  the  recommendation  for  revocation  of  certificate.   Ms.  Dixon 
stated  that  she  would  not  ask  Mr.  Toolate  to  testify  in  the  matter  of 
the  "stolen  proeprty"  so  as  not  to  incriminate  himself  in  a  criminal 
proceeding.   Mr.  Toolate  admitted  to  the  Commission  that  he  had  dis- 
played commercially  manufactured  items,  not  of  his  own  creation. 
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Mr.  Lazar  told  the  Commission  that  Inspector  Brown  and  he  had  witnessed 
Street  Artist  Mark  Klelty  identify  his  own  items  on  Mr.  Toolate's  display, 
that  the  items  were  engraved  on  the  inside  with  "Mark  and  Kitty,"  that 
Mr.  Toolate  paid  him  $50  for  Kielty's  items  he  had  already  sold  and 
promised  to  pay  him  an  additional  $310.   The  Inspector's  report  of  the 
incident,  and  accompanying  photos,  were  distributed  to  the  Commissioners. 
Commissioner  Hanson  moved  that  her  findings  for  the  first  charge  and 
recommendation  be  upheld;  it  was  seconded  by  Commissioner  Metwally  and 
unanimously  adopted. 

Resolution  No.  SA47-87-233:  Approval  of  Finding  of  Display  of  Items 

Not  of  the  Artist's  Own  Creation 

"Resolved,  That  this  Commission  does  hereby  uphold  the  finding 
that  Mr.  James  Toolate  was  in  violation  of  the  Street  Artists 
Ordinance  by  displaying  items  not  of  his  own  creation." 

Commissioner  Hanson  stated  that  since  there  had  not  been  new  evidence 
presented  to  alter  the  original  findings,  she  moved  that  the  Conmiission 
uphold  the  recommendation  to  revoke  Mr.  Toolate's  certificate  for 
conducting  business  in  an  improper  manner  by  displaying  stolen  property 
made  by  another  artist.   Ms.  Dixon  stated  that  the  penalty  of  revocation 
was  extreme  in  that  no  proof  had  been  presented  to  show  that  Mr.  Toolate 
had  stolen  the  jewelry.   Mr.  Toolate  stated  he  had  not   known  the  items 
were  stolen  at  the  time  he  had  purchased  them  from  a  sales  person  on  the 
street.   He  said  that  he  had  gotten  a  receipt  for  the  items  but  had  not 
brought  it  to  the  meeting.   Ms.  Dixon  stated  that  her  client  had  given 
the  receipt  to  her  and  that  she  had  misplaced  it  in  her  office. 
Commissioner  Metwally  stated  that  the  issue  was  not  that  Mr.  Toolate  had 
stolen  the  items,  but  that  it  had  been  proven  that  the  items  had  been 
stolen  and  found  for  sale  on  Mr.  Toolate's  table.   The  motion  was  seconded 
and  carried  by  the  majority. 

Resolution  No.  SA47-87-234;   Approval  of  Finding  of  Improper  Conduct 

of  Business 

"Resolved,  That  this  Commission  does  hereby  uphold  the 
finding  that  Mr.  James  Toolate  was  in  violation  of  the 
Street  Artists  Ordinance  by  conducting  business  in  an 
improper  manner  by  displaying  stolen  property  created 
by  another  street  artist."

Director  Isaacs  stated    she  had  been  requested  to  report    on  the 
San  Francisco  State  University,  Theatre  Arts  Department,  New 
Vaudville^  Festival.   She  stated  that  the  University  had  sent  a 
letterrequesting  the  Commission's  endorsement  of  the  Festival, 
as  had  been  endorsed  last  year  by  the  Arts  Commission.  She 
read  the  proposed  resolution  and  Commissioner  Rodriguez  moved 
approval;  it  was  seconded  by  Commissioner  Duncan  and  unanimously 
approved.

Commissioner  Hanson  interjected  that  the  Arts  Commission  Gallery  is  one 
of  the  more  vital  art  influences  in  San  Francisco  and  that  it  taps  in 
to  many  sectors  of  the  San  Francisco  arts  community  and  attracts  real 
vitality  and  is  a  credit  to  the  Commission  and  the  Gallery  staff  and 
advisory  board. 

Arts   Festival  Report 

Anne  Marie  Theilen  reported  that  plans  are  progressing  well  and  that  the 
Festival  staff  would  like  to  recommend  that  the  '87  Festival  be  dedicated 
to  Ruth  Asawa.   Commissioner  Hanson  made  the  motion  to  approve  the  following 
resolution;  it  was  seconded  by  Commisisoner  Duncan  and  unanimously  adopted: 
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Resolution  No.  VA  47-87-237:   1987  Arts  Festival  Dedication  to  Ruth  Asavra 

"Resolved,  That  this  Commission  does  hereby  dedicate  the 
1987  Arts  Commission  Festival  to  Ruth  Asawa,  in  honor  of 
her  work  for,  and  with,  the  children  of  San  Francisco." 

Ms.  Theilen  continued  reporting,  stating  that  the  Festival  Poster  will  be 
ready  by  April  15th.   The  opening  ceremonies  will  be  at  noon,  Saturday, 
May  2nd.   Director  Isaacs  invited  all  Commissioners  to  attend  and  she 
suggested  that  the  May  Commission  Meeting  take  place  at  some  location 
in  the  park  since  the  Festival  would  be  in  progress  that  day. 

Director  Isaacs  asked  the  Commissioners  to  submit  names  of  corporate  fund- 
ers    that  she  could  approach  to  request  a  grant  to  fund  the  San 
Francisco  Youth  Symphony  Orchestra  at  the  Festival.   She  stated  that 
$1,000  is  needed  for  the  union  scale  to  move  the  instruments  to  the 
Park.   Another  $2,000  is  needed  to  keep  the  museums  open  on  May 
4th  and  5th  during  the  Arts  Festival  so  that  students  participating 
in  the  Festival  could  visit  the  museums,  free  of  charge. 

VII.   OLD  BUSINESS 

Director  Isaacs  stated  that  she  had  taken  advantage  of  a  two-hour  free 
consultancy  provided  by  the  City  to  discuss  Arts  Commission  computer  needs. 
She  was  advised,  she  continued,  that  the  Arts  Commission  would  need  an., 
initial  $4,000  for  a  complete  study  of  the  Commission's  needs;  this  would  be 
a  two  to  three-week  study.   The  consultant  had  advised  her,  she  said,  that 
they  assessed  it  would  take  $30,000  to  computerize  the  Arts  Commission, 
including  the  hardware,  software  and  training. 

VIII.   NEW  BUSINESS 

Director  Isaacs  reported  that  Mr.  Harold  Kaufman  is  leaving  his  post  as 
President  of  the  Friends  of  the  Arts  Commission.   Commissioner  Warburg 
moved  that  the  following  resolution  be  approved;  it  was  seconded  by 
Commissioner  Rodriguez  and  unanimously  adopted:

Commission  was  changed  to  reflect  its  closer  and  improved 
relationship  to  the  San  Francisco  Arts  Commission,

President  Nemerovski  reported  that  plans  are  underway  for  the 
Portman  Hotel  underwriting  the  Arts  Commission  Award  of  Honor 
Benefit  to  raise  funds  for  the  City  Collection  Catalogue  in 
honor  of  their  grand  opening.   This  benefit  will  be  announced 
at  the  ribbon  cutting  of  their  new  hotel  in  the  middle  of  August. 
The  date  of  the  benefit  for  the  Arts  Commit  sion  has  been  changed 
to  October  15th  or  16th,  1987. 

The  President  reported  she  had  received  the  Symphony  brochure 
advertising  the  POPS  on  the  first  page.   She  stated  her  approval 
of  the  brochure  and  reminded  each  Commissioner  to  turn  in  their 
request  for  POPS  tickets,  as  requested  by  the  Committee,  as  soon 
as  possible. 

III.   DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 


Relative  to  the  Symphony  brochure  for  the  1987  POPS,  Director  Isaacs 
reported  she  had  recently  attended  a  workshop  on  marketing  performing 
arts  performances  by  appealing  to  the  publ.c's  values,  attitudes  and 
lifestyles  rather  than  marketing  demographics.   She  stated  that  the 
Symphony  used  this  philosophy  in  this  year's  brochure  by  appealing 
to  American  patriotics  with  the  flag  dropped  in  the  background, 
reflecting  an  American  summertime  event.   The  use  of  purple  and 
green-colored  designs  were  used  to  attract  a  more  "trendy"  audience. <i 
Overall,  she  reported,  she  was  impressed  with  the  1987  brochure. 

Director  Isaacs  invited  all  to  the  book-signing  reception  in  honor 
of  publication  of  CommissiorerJo  Hanson's  book,  "Artists'  Taxes,"  on 
June  18  at  5:30  p.m.  at  the  Hatley  Martin  Gallery  on  Powell  Street.

Awards  of  Honor 

Director  Isaacs  reported  that  the  committee  had  met  last  week  and  it  is 
expected  that  a  slate  of  individuals  will  be  ready  for  presentation  to 
the  Commission  for  a  selection  of  nominees.   In  reply  to  President 
Nemerovski's  query,  she  reported  that  a  nomination  form  would  be  sent  to 
each  Commissioner,  shortly,  and  that  each  Commissioner  should  submit  their 
recommendation(s)  for  nominees  as  soon  as  possible  after  receiving  the  form. 
She  stated  also  that  she  is  receiving  valuable  advice  from  Nancy  Meier  of 
the  Chamber  of  Commerce  Business  Arts  Awards, on  the  process  of  the  awards 
selection. 

In  conclusion  of  her  report,    the  Director  reported  on  the  fundraising  and 
development  workshop  that  was  conducted  by  Joe  Mixer  for  the  Friends  of  the 
Arts  and  the  Arts  Commission.   She  referred  to  the  draft/diagram  and  notes 
from  that  workshop  that  were  distributed  at  the  beginning  of  the  meeting.

Street  Artists  Program  Committee  -  Jo  Hanson,  Chair 

NOTE:   Transcript  of  the  following  report/hearing  is  on  file  in  the 
Arts  Commission  Office. 

Commissioner  Hanson  requested  Program  Director,  Howard  Lazar,  to  inform 
the  Commission  of  the  City  Attorney's  office  recommendations  regarding 
the  Michael  Rogers,  aka  Nicholas  Quirarte,  hearing  for  revocation  of 
certificate  for  three  alleged  violations  of  the  Street  Artist's  Ordinance: 
1)   assaulting  two  street  artists;  2)  improper  conduct  of  business/harrass- 
ment,  intimidation  of  street  artists;  and  3)  obstructing  the  duty  of  the 
art  inspector.   Mr.  Lazar  reported  there  were  three  options  and  stated  them. 
He  said  that  Deputy  City  Attorney  Delventhal  had  recommended  the  third 
option  which  was  to  hear  the  testimony  of  the  witnesses  who  had  come  today 
and  then  continue  the  case  until  next  month's  Commission  meeting  to  allow 
Mr.  Rogers  and  his  attorney  to  give  their  testimony  and  cross  examine  witnesses 
who  were  present  today.   The  third  option  would  also  allow  the  Commission  to 
receive  testimony  of  A.B.  Petrow  who  was  not  at  the  meeting  today.   Mr.  Rogers 
was  not  present.   His  attorney,  Kate  Dixon,  stated  that  he  is  awaiting  criminal 
trial  proceedings  on  the  charge  of  alleged  assault  of  A.B.  Petrow  and  that  he 
had  choosen  not  to  come  to  the  Commission  because  of  the  possibility  of 
incriminating  himself  by  his  testimony.   Ms.  Dixon  asked  the  Commission  to 
either  suspend  the  hearing  until  the  criminal  proceeding  was  finished  or  else 
take  action  on  the  program  committee's  recommendation  so  that  she  and  her  client 
could  go  on  to  the  next  step  in  the  appeals  process.   Discussion  ensued. 
Commissioner  Hanson  stated  that  in  the  interest  of  saving  time,  and  in  that 
it  was  fairly  clear  case,  she  recommended  the  Commission  adopt  the  Committee's 
findings  and  revoke  Mr.  Rogers'  certificate.   She  stated  also  that  Mr.  Rogers 
planned  to  appeal  to  the  Board  of  Permit  Appeals.   Mr.  Rogers'  lawyer,  Ms.        ■ 
Dixon,  stated  that  she  would  waive  all  rights  of  her  client  for  a  hearing 
and  testimony.   She  requested  that  the  Commission  either  concur  or  not  concur 
with  the  Committee's  recommendation.   Further  discussion  ensued  and 
Commissioner  Rockrise  moved  that  the  hearing  proceed;   it  was  seconded 
by  Conmiissioner  Vernon  Alley:

Ms.  Kate  Dixon,  attorney  for  Mr.  Rogers,  departed  from  the  meeting. 
The  Commission  heard  the  testimony  of  street  artists  Kirk  Turner,  Mark 
Monsarrat,  David  Samuel,  John  Bass,  Linda  Stark  and  Karl  Buehler.   Mrs. 
Sandra  Bass,  wife  of  Mr.  Bass,  and  Street  Art  Inspector,  Wallace  Brown 
also  testified.   They  described  incidents  on  different  occasions  in  which 
they  had  experienced,  or  witnessed  Mr.  Rogers  verbal  and  physical  abuse  that 
was  disrupting  and  harmful  to  their  persons,  or  other  persons,  and  their 
businesses.

Mr.  Bill  Roarty  of  the  1987  Arts  Festival  and  NAP  Director,  Anne  Marie  Theilen 
distributed  the  1987  Arts  Festival  reference  document.   He  stated  that  the 
Festival  report  was  on  file  in  the  Arts  Commission  Office.   In  reply  to 
President  Nemerovski's  query,  Anne  Marie  Theilen  stated  that  the  reference 
document  could  be  used  for  funders  and  that  a  master  report  would  be  available. 
Mr.  Roarty  stated  that  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  had  indicated  an  interest 
in  continuing  the  Children's  Arts  Festival  and  that  the  Arts  Commission  could 
take  a  leadership  role  and   initiate  collaboration  on  a  joint  venture  with 
the  school  district  and  other  art  providers  to  continue  this  festival  in  the 
coming  year.   He  stated  a  report  would  be  prepared  for  the  school  superintendent 
with  various  ideas  for  that  collaboration.   Continuing,  Mr.  Roarty  added  that 
the  Festival  had  been  a  lot  of  hard  work  and  he  would  like  for  the  Commission 
to  note  that  Pamela  Sharp  of  the  S.F.  Education  Fund  was  instrumental  in  the 
success  of  the  community  arts  providers  and  SFUSD  collaboration.   He  also 
commended  Ms.  Lois  Gordon  of  the  deYoung  Museum  for  her  support  and  work.

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The  Regular  Monthly  Meeting  of  the  San  Francisco  Arts  Commission  was 
held  on  Monday  6  July  1987  in  the  Commissioner's  Meeting  Room  of  the 
San  Francisco  Public  Library  -  Main  Branch,  Civic  Center.  President 
Jacqueline  Nemerovski  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  3:15  p.m.

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 

President  Nemerovski  reminded  the  Commissioners  to  return  their 
Awards  of  Honor  nomination  forms  to  the  Arts  Commission  office  by 
July  20th.   She  reported  that  the  recommendations  for  nominees  will 
be  discussed  at  the  August  3  Arts  Commission  Meeting. 

The  Awards  of  Honor  Banquet  is  scheduled  to  be  held  on  October  15th. 
The  date  of  September  25th  was  misprinted  on  the  letter  that  was 
sent  to  organizations  inviting  them  to  submit  a  nomination. 
President  Nemerovski  stated  also  that  the  Portman  Hotel  is  also 
underwriting  the  publishing  costs  of  the  Arts  Commission,  City 
Art  Collection  catalogue.   The  Hotel  has  paid  for  a  consultant  who 
is  working  with  Arts  Commission  staff  on  the  publication  of  the 
catalogue.   Proceeds  from  the  catalogue  will  go  towards  printing 
costs. 

In  conclusion  of  her  report,  the  President  announced  that  she  is 
a  member  of  a  State  Assembly  task  force  to  develop  policy  on 
arts  and  education  for  the  State  of  California.   She  stated  that 
there  are  several  groups  working  on  polliGy-;   the  major  obstacle 
is  the  lack  of  money  for  the  next  three  years.   She  reported  that 
she   hoped  that  all  the  task  forces  will  coordinate  and  share  infor- 
mation. 

III.   DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 


Director  Isaacs  stated  that  she  had  prepared  a  letter,  in  response 
to  the  request  of  Peter  Henschel,  stating  the  needs  and  conditions 
of  the  Arts  Commission  space  for  storage,  administrative  offices, 
meetings,  and  public  hearings.   Discussion  ensued  on  the  possibility 
of  the  Commission  moving  to  War  Memorial  Veterans  Building  space. 
In  reply  to  President  Nemerovski' s  query.  Director  Isaacs  stated 
that  space  needs  for  several  city  agencies  are  trying  to  be  resolved 
before  the  Mayor  leaves  office. 
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III.   DIRECTOR'S  REPORT  (cont'd.) 

Director  Isaacs  stated  that  the  significance  of  this  request  of  Peter 
Henschel  was  that  the  Commission's  space  needs  are  being  addressed  and 
now  the  opportunity  exists  to  educate  the  planners  as  to  what  the  real 
needs  of  the  Commission  are,  rather  than  minimal  occupancy.   Discussion 
ensued  on  the  Veteran's  priority  for  use  of  the  War  Memorial  building. 
Director  Isaacs  stated  that  she  had  requested  Commissioner  Rockrise's 
assistance  in  preparing  plans  to  present  to  the  Mayor's  Office,  for 
Arts  Commission  use  of  War  Memorial  building  space.   She  mentioned  also 
that  should  the  Civic  Center  Master  Plan  require  the  space  now  occupied 
by  the  Arts  Commission  Gallery,  additional  space  would  be  required  for 
the  Gallery,  wherever  the  Commission  was  moved  to. 

Arts  Commission  Gallery 

Director  Isaacs  reported  that  the  current  exhibit  at  the  Arts  Commission 
Gallery,  Elementary,  My  Dear...  had  been  named  the  critic's  choice,  and 
called  "the  best  show  in  town  right  now,"  by  Kenneth  Baker,  S.F.  Chronicle 
art  critic.   The  Director  encouraged  all  to  visit  the  Gallery. 

Art  in  Public  Places  Lecture 

Director  Isaacs  announced  that  the  Smithsonian  Institute  is  holding  a  series 
of  lectures  in  Berkeley  at  the  Lawrence  Hall  of  Science  and  the  Oakland  Museum. 
Wednesday,  July  8,  1987  -  10:00  a.m.  to  1:00  p.m.  a  workshop  will  be  held 
on  Art  in  Public  Places  by  Virginia  Mecklenburg,  curator  of  the  National  Museum 
of  American  Art.   Director  Isaacs  stated  she  would  be  going  and  invited 
Commissioners  to  attend  also.   The  workshop  costs  $20,  payable  at  the  door. 

AAM  Conference 


Director  Isaacs  reported  that  the  conference  ended  quite  splendidly  and  the 
Arts  Commission  had  a  high  profile  there;  members  of  the  staff  volunteered 
time  to  work,  in  return  for  the  opportunity  to  attend  lectures.   There  had 
been,  she  continued  reporting,  fine  sessions  on  retreats,  trustees,   and  staff 
personnel  that  was  presented  by  the  Fine  Arts  Museums  and  the  Asian  Art 
Museum.   The  Director  passed  around  a  copy  of   "The  Guide  to  Bay  Area  Museums" 
that  the  Arts  Commission  had  provided  funds  for,  from  the  Public  Art  Fund.   She 
stated  that  as  soon  as  another  funder  is  located,  reprints  will  be  published. 
Commissioner  Rodriguez  requested  that  if  a  reprinting  of  the  Guide  is  done,  a  maj 
indicating  where  the  museums ' locations  are. would  be  helpful  to  tourists. 

NALAA  Conference  -  Portland  Oregon 

Director  Isaacs  reported  to  the  Commission  about  her  recent  trip  to  Portland 
Oregon  to  attend  the  National  Association  of  Local  Arts  Agencies  Conference. 
She  reported  that  Portland  has  an  excellent  public  art  program  and  sculpture. 
She  reported  also  that  she  had  opportunity,  while  there,  to  visit  the  open 
studio  of  artist,  Larry  Kirkland  who  has  been  commissioned  by  the  Arts 
Commission  for  a  sculpture  for  the  Airport.   She  stated  she  witnessed  the 
sculpture  in  progress. 

Director  Isaacs  reported  on  the  conference  and  stated  that  within  the  NALAA  orgi 
zation,sub  groups  had  been  formed  such  as  the  California  Assembly  of  Local 
Arts  Agencies,  and  a  group  of  government  art  agency  representives  and  the  U.S. 
Urban  Arts  Federation  had  their  genesis  in  the  NALAA.   The  Director  reported 
that  the  Urban  Arts  representatives  had  met  with  NEA's  Frank  Hodsel.   Questions 
addressed  to  Mr.  Hodsel,  stated  the  Director,  relative  to  affirmative-  action  andf 
civil  rights  were  not  satisfactorily   answered  and  questions  had  been   put  in 
writing  for  presentation  at  the  open  meeting  and  a  resolution  in  support  of  civlj 
rights  was  n'-esert^f^d   to  the  NALAA  members.

Director  Isaacs  reported  that  another  interesting  development  at  the 
conference  was  the  recommendation  that  local  arts  agencies  develop 
plans  for  visability  for  the  1988  Presendential  Campaign  and  work 
■on  developing  epublican  and  emocratic  party  planks  for  the  arts. 

Tapes  were  made  of  the  lectures  at  the  conference,  continued  Director 
Isaacs,  and  the  most  interesting  one  was  of  Mrs.  Joan  Mondale  on  the 

'•  19   Cambridge  Art  Council  and  Massachusett  Bay  Transit  Program  . 
She  stated  that  it  was  an  outstanding  film  and  that  Jill  Manton  is 
working  to  get  the  film  for  presentation  to  the  Commission  and  other 
related  City  departments.   In  conclusion  of  this  conference  report, 
the  Director  stated  that  other  discussion  topics  were:  Economic  Devel- 
opment in  the  arts.  Rural  Arts  and  Small  Agencies;  a  leadership  series, 

land  Marilyn  Wood, of  the  Celebration  Group  of  New  York  City,  showed  samples 
"^of  her  work  that  has  been  done  all  over  the  world  .Director  Isaacs  passed 
the  conference  program  for  all  the  Commissioners  to  see. 

Potrero  Hill  Dedication 

On  June  13th,  reported  Director  Isaacs,  the  Potrero  Hill  Mural  Dedication 
took  place.   Ms.  Isaacs  reported  that  she  had  spoken  at  this  event  that 
took  place  at  17th  and  Connecticut  Streets.   This  mural,  she  stated,  had 
been  controversial  and  had  taken  a  long  time  to  complete.   She  reported 
that  it  seemed  well  received  and  the  mural  looked  good. 

Civil  Service  Management  Training 

^Director  Isaacs  reported  that  she  had  recently  completed  a  conflict  resolution 
workshop  entitled,  Win/Win  and  facilitated  by  an  outstanding  workshop 
facilitator,  Robert  Hicks.

Montreal  Canada  Conference 

Director  Isaacs  stated  that  she  will  go  to  Montreal  to  speak  at  an  international 
conference   on  the  Economics   in  Arts  ,  at  the  invitation  of  the  Montreal 
Chamber  of  Commerce.

Commissioner  Eichelbaum  reported  that  he  supported  the ,   .  ..i 

proposal  to  change  the  names  of  certain  San  Francisco  streets. 

He  invited  Mr.  Lawrence  Ferlinghetti,  author  of  the  proposal^  to 

speak.   Mr.  Ferlinghetti  stated,  and  in  reply  to  Commissioner 

Rodriguez'  statement,  that  there  were  no  Hispanic  or  Chinese 

names  on  the  proposal,  that  this  proposal  was  just  a  beginning  and 

other  noted  personalities  with  literary  and/or  other  artistic  disciplines 

could  also  be  proposed  to  have  street  names  changed  for  them.   Mr. 

Ferlinghetti  stated  that  he  had  researched  all  the  streets  and  that  he 

had  proposed  the  very  smallest  and  shortest  alleys  he  could  find,  that  were 

suitable  to  the  literary  person  named, to  simplify  the  change.   He  stated  that 

he  is  taking  the  proposal  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  he  would  like 

to  have  the  Commission's  approval  of  the  proposal  when  he  presents  it  to 

the  Board  of  Supervisors.

Center  Design  Committee  and  members  of  the  Arts  Commission  Civic  Design 

Committee.   He  stated  that  the  first  meeting  will  be  at  5:00  p.m.  at 

4th  and  Market  Streets  in  the  building  that  was  formerly  Grodin's  Clothing 

store.   At  this  first  meeting, Friday ,  testimony  from  concerned 

persons  will  be  taken  and  on  Saturday  and  Sunday  .

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Finance  Committee  Report  -  Timothy  Duncan,  Chair 

Director  Isaacs  reported  that  next  month  a  plan  will  be  ready  for  an  annual 
allocation  to  Arts  Commission  programs  from  the  Public  Art  Fund.   Up  until 
now  she  reported  the  funds  had  been  distributed      case-by-case,  as  needed. 

Administrative  Action:   President  Nemerovski  requested  that  when  the 

plan  is  ready  to  be  presented,  she  would  like  to  see  an  overall  budget  sheet,  by  program, 

with  the  Public  Art  Fund  anticipated  allocations  for  1988. 

Commissioner  Duncan,  reported  that  he  will  be  resigning  the  Commission  and  the 
August  Commission  Meeting  will  be  the  last  he  will  attend.   He  has  accepted  a  position 
in  Cincinnati.  President  Nemerovski  stated  that  not  only  the  Commission  ,  but  the  City  of 
San  Francisco  would  miss  Commissioner  Duncan. 

Music  Committee  Report  -  Vernon  Alley,  Chair 

Commissioner  Alley  commended  Comissioner  Duncan  for  his  work  on  the  Music  Committee. 
Continuing,  Commissioner  Alley  reported  on  the  ticket  sales  for  the  1987  POPS, 
as  of  June  28th  aftid  totaled  $205, 419. The  figures  for  the  five  top  selling 
concerts  are:     Michael  Feinstein  ($60,936);  Ella  Fitzgerald  ($55,940);  Victor 
Borge  ($33,220);  Stars  &  Stripes  ($31,022)  and  Cleo  Laine  ($30,841).   These  figures, 
he  reported,  represent   45%  of  the  POPS'  budget  for  earned  income  through  the 
ticket  sales.   In  reply  to  President  Nemerovski's  query,  POPS  Coordinator,  Mr.  Rumsey 
reported  that   33  1/3  percent  ahead  of  sales,  this  time  last  year  and  not  including 
ticket  price  increases  after  only  two  weeks  of  ticket  advertising. 

President  Nemerovski  reminded  the  Commission  that  opening  night  is  July  23rd.   Ida 
Brown,  public  relations  consultant  for  the  POPS  reported  that  to  date  there  had  been 
220  acceptances  for  the  El  Paso  Natural  Gas  Company  Opening  Night  Reception.   She 
reported  that  on  the  15th  of  July  if  there  are  available  seats  the  Commission  would 
be  informed.   In  conclusion  of  the  report, Mr.  Rumsey  stated  that  tickets  for  the  other

Whereas,  Pleasure  endeavors  is  about  to  open  an  "Elders  Art  Gallery"  in 
Manor  Hall  at  Laguna  Honda  Hospital,  where  work  by  residents,  as  well  as 
by  elder  artists  from  the  community  will  be  shown,  in  a  professional  setting, 
therefore  be  it

Commissioner  Metwally  read  to  the  Commission , the  California  Arts  Council  panel 

comments  for  the  Level  One  and  Level  Two  fuiiding  for  the  1987-88  fiscal  year. 

The  comments  commended  the  Arts  Commission  and  the  State/Local  Partnership 

Program  staff  for  a  model  application  and  staff  excellence^ and  for  the 

Commission  goals,  including  preparing  an  arts  policy  plan  for  the  City's 

master  plan,  the  planned  for  multicultural  arts  festival,  and  the  arts  &  education 

project.   The  comments  for  the  Level  two  proposal  stated  that  it  could  be 

a  state  or  national  model  -Qthe  proposal  for  establishment  of  a  revolving  loan 

fund  to  help  low-income  artists). 

Mission  Bay  Project 

Leah  Forbes,  Program  Coordinator,  updated  the  Commission  on  the  logistics  of  the 
Mission  Bay  Project  area  and  whom  the  area  is  owned  and/or  held  in  trust  by. 
She  reported  that,  per  the  developer,  there  had  been  no  plans  for  cultural  facilities 
in  that  area  but  that  consideration  would  be  given  to  leaving  open  space  for  that 
purpose.   She  invited  Arthouse  director,  Margie  O'Driscoll  to  report. 

Ms.  O'Driscoll  reported  that  to  date,  the  Mission  Bay  Project  is  only  a  draft  plan, 
proposed  for  public  response.   She  stated  that  Arthouse  is  concerned  that  there 
is  no  space  for  artists  live/work  in  the  plan  although  there  is  an  industiral 
district  there  that  would  accomodate  second/third  floor  artist  live/work  activity. 
She  reported  that  the  representatives  from  Santa  Fe-Pacific  Railway  and  the 
City  Planning  Department  were  interested  in  integrating  some  live/work  units  in 
this  Mission  Bay  site  and  in  conclusion  she  stated  that  this  could  be  a  national 
model  for  new  live/work  units. 

Hunter's  Point  Artists  Relocation 

Ms.  O'Driscoll  reported  on  the  hearing  that  was  held  two  weeks  ago  on  the 
Memorandum  of  Understanding  between  the  City  of  San  Francisco  and  the  Navy      ' 
that  obligated  the  City  to  certain  expenditures  on  behalf  of  the  USS  M  ssouri 
home  porting  project,  here.   She  stated  that  over  150  artists  and  supporters 
of  the  affected  tenants  .were  .  in  attendance,  although  there  had  not  been 
opportunity  for  them  to  speak.   Since  then,  a  meeting  has  been  planned  with 
the  Ilayor's  staff,  the  Navy  and  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Urban  Housing  Development, 
to  plan  relocation  for  the  artists  and  small  businesses  at  Hunter's  Point. 

Street  Artists  Program  Committee  Report   -  Jo  Hanson,  Chair 

Commissioner  Hanson  requested  the  program  coordinator,  Howard  Lazar  to  report 
on  the  proposal  to  the  Board  of  Supervisor's  to  retain  and  carry  forward 
general  fund  money  from  year  to  year.   Mr.  Lazar  stated  that  based  on  the  income 
for  the  program  that  derives  from  street  artists'  fees,  it  is  projected  there 
will  be  $36,000  shortage  for  the  1987-88  budget.   In  keeping  with  the  law,  he 
stated,  a  report  was  sent  to  the  Controller  informing  that  office  of  the 
projected  shortage  with  the  recommendation  that  fees  be  increased  $72  more  per 
year,  thus  making  license/certificates   annual  fee  of  $232  .   The  other  choice  was 
to  increase  street  artists   by  100  and   this  was  not  acceptable  to  the  artists 
due  to  the  limit  of  spaces  available.   This  proposal  is  waiting  the  drafting  of 
an  ordinance.   In  the  meantime,  stated  Mr.  Lazar,  at  the  last  Liaison  Committee 
Meeting,  members  had  questioned  if  the  use  of  left  over  program  money  could  be 
returned  to  the  program  from  the  General  Fund.   Research  had: discovered  that 
067,000  had  been  turned  over  to  the  General  Fund  since  1979  with  $14,000  of  that 
amount  used  for  "carry  foward"  for  the  program,  each  year  to  off  set  the  current 
year  deficit.

Street  Artists  Program  Report  (cont'd.) 

This  recommendation  had  evolved  from  a  three-year-old  City  Attorney's  opinion: •. 
to  Supervisor  Walker  that  dealt  with  whether  or  not  the  Commission  had  the  right  to 
use  money  to  hire  staff  inspector,  and  it  was  established  that  the  Commission  does. 
Within  the  text  of  the  argument  in  support  of  the  opinion  was  this:   "according  to 
the  Street  Artist  Ordinance,  passed  by  the  voters,  the  ordinance  says  that  all  or  pari 
of  the  fees  collected  from  the  street  artists  may  be  used  either  to  pay  the  screening 
committee  of  the  Arts  Commission  or  to  be  used  by  the  Police  to  regulate  the  program.'* 
Continuing,  Mr.  Lazar  stated  that  then  the  Deputy  City  Attorney,  Mr.  Michael  Kirtz^ 
had  asked  in  his  statement,  "what  happened  to  the  rest  of  the  money?"   Mr.  Lazar  sai( 
that  had  been  answered  by  the  1983  voters  authorizing  an  increase  in  certificate 
fees  and  the  Arts  Commission  use  of  the  money  to  pay  for  the  management  and  enforcement 
of  the  street  artists  money.   Currently,  Mr.  Kirtz's  opinion  is  that  the  Commission 
has  a  fifty  percent  chance  of  having  those  funds  reimbursed. 

Commissioner  Hanson  moved  the  approval  of  the  following  resolutions;  they  were 
seconded  and  approved,  unanimously.

Director,  Harry  S.  Parker  assumed  office  on  July  1st.   Mr.  Parker,  she  reported 
came  to  San  Francisco  from  the  Dallas,  Texas  Museum  of  Art  and  she  would  like  to 
arrange  a  meeting  to  introduce  Mr.  Parker  to  the  Commission. 

Commissioner  Swig  reported    the  California  State  Summer  School  for  the  Arts 
began  classes  today.   She  stated  that  there  are  400  extremely  talented 
young  persons,  from  all  artistic  disciplines,  now  in  attendance  at   Cal  Arts 
in  Valencia,  California. 
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VIII.   NEW  BUSINESS  (continued) 

Mr.  Richard  Reineccius  of  the  Julian  Theatre,  reported  on  recent  events 
in  San  Francisco  that  may  impact,  adversely,  on  the  performing  arts 
sector  of  the  art  community.   The  City  of  San  Francisco  has  instituted 
an  annual  fee  structure  for  all  performing  arts  spaces  and  the  Fire 
Department  has  hired  two  new  inspectors,  with  power  to  write  police 
citations,  to  enforce  compliance.   The  Fire  Department,  he  stated, 
maintains  that  a  place  that  holds  ten  or  more  persons,  and  charges 
admission,  needs  a  public  assembly  permit.   Mr.  Reineccius  stated  that 
he  felt  this  was  wrong  and  he  could  not  find  the  rule  in  the  Planning 
Code  to  support  the  Fire  Department's  enforcement. 

Mr.  Reineccius  also  reported  that  the  Intersection  for  the  Arts  center 
has  a  hearing  scheduled  to  have  space  reclassified  from  living  space  (on 
the  second  floor)  to  a  gallery  space  and  to  finalize  code  requirements 
for  their  theatre  space.   He  stated  that  the  Planning  Commission  is 
attempting  enforce  requirement  of  25  off-street  parking  spaces  for  the 
theatre.   He  stated  that  if  this  requirement  is  enforced  it  could  put 
Intersection  out  of  business.   He  invited  Commr^ssioners  to  attend  and 
support  the  art  community  argument  at  the  meeting  on  July  16th  at  2:00  p.m. 
Director  Isaacs  stated  that  she  will  be  attending  that  meeting. 

IX.   ADJOURNMENT 

There  being  no  further  business.  President  Nemirovski  adjourned  this  meeting 
at  5:00  p.m.

She 
stated  that  it  had  been  suggested  to  her,  by  a  number  of  persons,  that  the 
Commission  have  a  very  special  award  for  someone  who  had  world  wide  recognition 
and  is  associated  with  the  Bay  Area  and  the  arts.   Commissioner  Swig  inquired 
if  the  Friends  of  the  Arts  could  present  such  an  award  at  one  of  their  fund- 
raising  events.   Ms.  Bogardus,  Executive  director  of  the  Friends  of  the  Arts 
stated  that  she  thought  that  it  could  be  possible.   Commissioner  Swig  also 
suggested  if  perhaps  a  special  award  could  be  granted  at  the  1988  POPS  Concerts 
opening  night  performance.

Commissioner  Alley  reported  that  he  had  attended  every  concert  and  was  very  pleased 
and  stated  that  he  knew  the  Commission  would  be  pleased  upon  hearing  the  report  of 
the  POPS  Consultant,  Dennis  Rumsey.   Mr.  Rumsey  reported  that  ticket  sales,  through 
August  1st  was  $487,762,  and  for  the  9  concerts  $453,891  had  been  budgeted;  currently 
there  is  an  excess  of  $33,871  on  the  books.   For  comparative  reasons,  reported  Mr. 
Rumsey  last  year's  total  ticket  income  was  $354,115  and  that  even  with  ticket  price 
increases, the  attendance  figures  had  increased  from  last  year's  figures  of   36,410  to 
40,000  for  just  six  concerts,  to  date,  this  year.   He  reported  also  that  8  to  10 
thousand  persons  were  expected  to  attend  the  remaining  concerts,  making  a  dramatic 
increase  in  the  1987  concert  attendance  compared  to  the  1986  figures.   He  reported 
in  conclusion  that  the  net  income  budgeted  was  $229,452  and  currently,  the  conservative 
figure  projected  for  net  income  is  $280,000  and  would  probably  be  closer  to  $300,000. 
President  Nemerovski  commended  Mr.  Rumsey  and  stated  that  the  1987  POPS  had  been  a 
wonderful  series  of  concerts.   Commisisoner  Warburg  interjected  that  he  liked  the 
interior  decor  of  the  Civic  Auditorium  that  had  been  installed.   Further  discussion 
ensued  on  the  Civic  Auditorium  renovations  that  are  planned  and  in  conclusion  of  the 
report,  the  Director  and  the  Conraiission  applauded  for  and  commended  Dennis  Rumsey. 
The  Director  also  commended  the  Friends  of  the  Arts  and  the  Executive  Director, 
Jeanne  Bogardus  for  the  splendid  POPS  program.

Civic  Center  Cultural  Center  Proposal 

Prior  to  the  discussion  on  the  following  proposal,  presented  by  Piero  Patri 
and  William  Klsh,  President  Nemerovski  excused  herself  from  the  meeting  since 
Mr.  Klsh  is  a  client  of  the  law  firm  of  Howard,  Rice,  Nemerovski,  et  al. 
President  Nemerovski  requested  that  Commissioner  Duncan  assume  the  Chair 
in  her  absence  and  that  she  be  recalled  at  the  end  of  the  discussion. 

Commissioner  Duncan  invited  Mr.  Klsh,  a  private  entrepreneur  to  report. 
Mr.  Klsh,  President  of  the  Cultural  Development  Associates  .■.n  Lafayette, 
presented  to  the  Commission  a  proposal  for  a  Civic  Center  Cultural  Center 
that  would  possibly  include  Arts  Commission  Gallery  and  office  space.   He 
requested  authorization  for  the  Director  to  apply  to  the  NEA  for  a  $38,000 
Design  Arts  grant  for  the  feasibility  study.   Mr.  Klsh  and  former  Arts 
Commissioner,  architect  Piero  Patri  displayed  a  model  of  the  Civic 
Center  area  showing,  to  scale,  the  proposed  center  that  will  contain 
200,000  square  feet  of  museum  and  performance  space  above  a  100,000  square 
foot  retail  center  that  is  to  be  located  on  McAllister  and  Polk  and  Van  Ness 
and  Golden  Gate  Avenues.  After  lengthy  discussion  and  a  question  and  answer 
period.  Commissioner  Rockrlse  stated  it  was  his  recommendation  that  before 
authorization  would  be  given  for  the  grant  application  to  be  submitted  by 
the  Director,  he  would  like  to  have  the  Commission  look  at  the  final  draft 
that  would  outline  the  objectives  of  the  feasibility  study.   Ms.  Bogardus 
of  the  Friends  of  the  Arts  stated  that  her  Board  would  want  to  have  in 
writing  how  the  matching  funds  would  be  acquired,  with  assurance  that 
the  Friends  and/or  the  Arts  Commission  would  not  be  liable.   Commissioner 
Rodriguez  stated  his  concerns  about  the  lack  of  artist  live/work  space 
in  the  proposal.   Commissioner  Rockrlse  requested  that  Mr.  Klsh  return 
to  the  Commission  with  the  completed  grant  application  draft  in  September 
and  he  motion  the  approval  of  the  following  resolution.   Commissioner 
Roselyne  Swig   left  the  meeting  and  did  not  vote. 

Resolution  No.   83-87-351:   Approval  of  Civic  Center   Cultural  Center  Concept

Neighborhood  Arts  Program  Committee  Report   -  William  Paterson,  Chair 

Program  Director,  Anne  Marie  Theilen  reported  on  the  recent  Board  of  Supervisors 

Committee  hearing  on  the  Mission  Cultural  Center  that  addressed  the  concerns 

of  the  community.   The  Community  felt  that  the  Center  had  not  benefitted 

enough   from  the  $1,000,000  expended  for  renovation.   Ms. Theilen  stated  that 

the  meeting  had  been  a  good  one  that  aired  all  the  concerns  and  andti&iiec; stated  that  at 

the  onset  of  the  renovation,  the  Commission  had  known  that  the  $1,000,000 

would  not  be  enough  for  the  total  completion  of  the  Center,  as  the  Community 

had  expected. 

State-Local  Partnership  Program  Report  -  Anna-Marie  Metwally,  Chair 

Leah  Forbes,  Program  Coordinator  reported  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
were  meeting  on  the  issue  of  homeporting  of  the  USS  Missouri  which  indirectly 
affects  350  artists  who  are  working  in  studio  space  at  Hunter's  Point.   This 
meeting,  she  stated,  evolved  from  the  July  22nd  Committee  Meeting  and  it  is 
hoped  that  the  artists'  relocation  or  their  ability  to  remain  on  the  site 
until  relocation  space  is  found  will  be  an  amendment  ana  included  in  the 
Navy's  memorandum  of  understanding  with  the  City. 

Ms.  Forbes  reported  that  Arts  Issues  papers  were  sent  to  everyone  in  the 
art  community  and  discussed  at  the  prior's  week  meeting,  convened  by  the 
Friends  of  the  Arts,  with  the  focused  energy  being  to  proitote '^  a  candidates 
night    M&.  Bogardus  interjected  that  if  enough  people  woild  organize  together, can-  - 
didates  night  to  address  arts'  issues, will  be  planned.   In  reply  to  President 
Nemerovski' s  query,  Ms.  Forbes  reported  that  national  and  state  issues  were 
reported  cffi  in  the   local  Arts  Issues  paper  because  the  papwr  developed  when 
there  wer'J  congressional  candidates.   The  idea  now,  she  stated,  is  to  reverse 
the  order  and  have  local   issues  first.

Street-Artists  Program  Committee  Report  -  Jo  Hanson,  Chair 

Commissioner  Hanson  stated  that  there  was  no  report.   Director  Isaacs 
interjected  that  she  had  attended  the  Board  of  Permit  Appeals  hearing 
and  that  Board  had  upheld  the  Commission's  finding  to  revoke  Mr.  Quiarte's 
street  license  certificate  for  violations  of  the  street  artists  rules 
and  regulations. 

Visual  Arts  Committee  Report  -  Robert  LaRocca,  Chair 

Commissioner  Hanson  reported  that  an  advisory  board  meeting  had  been  convened 
to  review  the  proposal  of  various  art  conservators  and  recojamended  selection  of 
Anne  Rosenthal  to  do  the  restoration  work.   A  complaint  had  been  made  to  the  Human 
Rights  Commission  that  the  Arts  Commission  had  not  followed  procedures.   The 
Visual  Arts  Commission  voted  to  rescind  the  pr^yiouswork,  cfl'nvening  another  group 
of  advisors  and  begin  the  process  again.   Another  advisory  committee  was  formed 
of  qualified  art  conservators  and  they,  again,  read  all  the  proposals  from  the 
conservators  who  wanted  to  do  this  project  and  again  selecti(.d  the  same  people.

Commissioner  Rockrise  reported,  at  length,  to  the  Commission  on  two  meetings 
he  had  attended  and  his  letter  to  Supervisor  Gonzalez  regarding  the  completion 
of  the  Mission  Cultural  Center  renovation.   He  stated  that  these  meetings 
/resulted  in  the  City  Architect,  Norman  Karasick  appointing  Mr.  Russ  Abel, 
architect  with  the  DPW,  Bureau  of  Architecture,  as  liaison  and  would  report 
directly  to  the  Civic  Design  Committee  on  the  progress  of  the  renovation 
completion.   President  Nemerovski  commended  Commisi^oner  Rockrise  for 
bringing  about  this  process. 

San  Francisco  League  of  Urban  Gardeners 

Relative  to  the  Consent  Calendar  item,  the  San  Francisco  League  of  Urban 
Gardeners,  garden  development  program  at  McLaren  Park,  Ms.  Lucia  Bogatay 
and  Mr.  Keith  Nakatani  presented  to  the  Commission  for  review,  the  Phase 
III  drawings  for  the  planned  vegetable  garden  at  McLaren  Park.   In  reply 

^to  Commissioner  Hanson's  query,  Ms.  Bogatay  stated  that  this  garden  project 
is  part  of  the  League  oi  Urban  Gardeners  overall  garden  development  scheme 
for  this  year  and  that  it  was  funded  by  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Community 
Development  and  acts  as  the  community  administrator  for  development  and 
block  grant  money  (federal  funds  administered  by  the  City  for  non-profits 
for  a  variety  of  uses) .   She  stated  that  the  SLUG  is  eligible  under  the 
public  space  improvement  category  and  also  receives  funds  from  the  Parks 

.  and  Recreation  department  who   own  the  land. 

Ms.  Bogatay  stated  that  as  recommended  at  the  Committee  Meeting,  she  had 
met  with  a  Bureau  of  Architecture  landscape  architect  and  that  he  had 
been  helpful  in  assisting  her  group  in  understanding  the  concerns  of  the 
Civic  Design  Committee  and  she  said  that  she  hoped  the  present  plans  would 
be  a  balance  of  artful  gardening,  within  the  capabilities  of  the  job  corp. 
Commissioner  LaRocca  stated  that  he  was  pleased  with  the  plans  presented. 
Commissioner  Rockrise  interjected  that  he  hoped  the  organization  would  again 
seek  the  resources  of  the  professional  landscape  architects  of  the  City 
and  County  and  stated  he  appreciated  the  group's  cooperation. 

Neighborhood  Arts  Program  Report  -  William  Paterson,  Chair 

In  the  absence  of  Commissioner  Paterson,  Commissioner  Eichelbaum  submitted 
the  motion  to  extend  the  Memorandum  of  Understanding  between  the  Arts 
Commission  and  the  Friends  of  the  Mission  Cultural  Center.   It  was  seconded 
by  Commissioner  Rodriguez  and  unanimously  approved.

Resolved,  That  Anne  W.  Smith  and  Stephen  B.  Brooks  be  appointed 
to  serve  on  the  State-Local  Advisory  Task  Force. 

Mission  Bay  Project  Cultural  Plan 

Program  Coordinator,  Leah  Forbes  reported  to  the  Commission  that  at  recent 
meetings  with  the  City  Planning  Department  on  the  Mission  Bay  Project 
Cultural  Plan, a  small  group  of  representatives  from  the  arts  community  had 
met  with  Mr.  Jim  Agostino  who  represented  the  Mission  Bay  Developers. 
She  stated  that  Mr.  Agostino  had  requested  from  the  arts  community,  a 
proposal  for  a  cultural  facility.   She  said,  also,  that  a  Mr.  Tom 
Murray  from  Potrero  Hill,  who  had  been  following  this  prospect  for  sev- 
eral years^  had  approached  the  State/Local  Partnership  Committee 
about  developing  the  proposal  Mr.  Agustino  had  requested^and  that  this 
subject  will  be  on  the  State/Local  Task  Force  meeting  agenda  for  the 
16th  of  September.   She  requested  input  from  the  Commissioners  to 
present  at  the  meeting  on  the  16th' of  September. 

Commissioner  Rockrise  interjected  that  he  felt  the  developer  could  be 
approached  by  a  community  group  and  be  persuaded  to  set  forth  a  capital 
fund  and  to  include  it  in  the  Mission  Bay  Project  Cultural  Plan.   In 
conclusion  he  stated  that  Mr.  Agustino,  the  representative  of  the  Mission 
Bay  developers,  was  amicable  and  sensitive  to  community  needs. 

VII.   OLD  BUSINESS 

President  Nemerovski  reported  to  the  Commission  that  she  would  be  leaving 
the  meeting.   Mr.  William  Kish,  a  client  of  the  law  firm  of  Howard,  Rice, 
Nemerovski,  et  al,  would  be  reporting  on  a  proposal  for  a  Civic  Center  ■•  i----'' 
cultural  center.   President  Nemerovski  turned  the  Chair  of  the  meeting  over 
to  Vice  President  LaRocca  and  left  the  room. 
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VII.   OLD  BUSINESS  (cont'd.) 

NEA  Design  Arts  Grant  Application  Request  by  Mr.  Bill  Kish  for 
Civic  Center  Cultural  Center  Proposal 

At  the  request  of  Commissioner  LaRocca,  Director  Isaacs  briefed  the  Commission 
on  the  report  made  at  the  August  Commission  Meeting  where  Mr.  Kish  had  requested 
authorization  from  the  Arts  Commission  to  apply  for  a  National  Endowment  of 
the  Arts,  Design  Arts  Grant  to  do  a  feasibility  study  for  a  300,000  square  foot 
cultural  center  that  would  take  over  the  property  on  McAllister,  Polk,  Larkin 
Streets  and  Van  Ness  Avenue  across  from  City  Hall,  in  the  name  of  the  Friends 
of  the  San  Francisco  Arts  Commission.   The  Director  distributed  to  the  Commission, 
draft  copies  of  the  $38,000  grant  application. 

Commissioner  Rockrise  stated  his  concern  that,  the  draft  was  incomplete  and  that 
no  draft  had  been  received,  as  requested  at  the  August  Meeting,  prior  to  the 
Meeting  of  today.   Ex-Officio  Commissioner,  Alexandra  Phillips  stated  to  Mr. 
Kish  that  although  she  had  been  present  at  a  meeting  as  representative  of 
the  Fine  Arts  Museums,  she  disapproved  her  name  and  the  Museum's  name 
as  being  mentioned  as  a  member  of  a  steering  committee  for  this  proposal 
that  had  not  been  approved  or  addressed  by  her  Board  of  Trustees  at  the 
Fine  Arts  Museums. 

Commissioner  Hanson  stated  her  concer  that  in  a  letter,  contained  in  the 
material  presented,  that  the  Directorof  Cultural  Affairs  was  referred  to 
by  her  first  name.   Mr.  Kish  apologized  for  the  familiarity  used. 

Mr.  Kish  introduced  Mr.  Richard  Foster  of  Skidmore,  Merrill  and  Owing.   Mr 
Foster  described  at  length  the  proposed  cultural  center,  referring  to  the 
scale  model  that  had  been  assembled.   Commissioner  Rockrise,  at  the  con- 
clusion of  Mr.  Foster's  report,  stated  that  the  Commission  was  at  a 
disadvantage  in  that  there  were  no  graphics  or  plans  and  that  such  documented 
material  should  go  with  the  grant  application  to  the  NEA.   He  also  inquired 
how  each  museum,  represented  in  the  proposed  center  would  be  differentiated. 
Mr.  Kish  replied  that  the  identification  would  be  inside  the  building. 

Commissioner  LaRocca  inquired  what  the  response  was  of  the  City  and  County 
Real  Estate  Department,  to  this  proposal.   Mr.  Kish  answered  that  that 
department  would  probably  want  an  office  building  in  the  proposed  space 
but  that  he  did  not  definitely  know  what  their  thoughts  were.   In  reply 
to  Director  Isaacs  query,  Mr.  Kish  stated  that  he  had  addressed  the  relocation 
costs  for  the  City  offices  on  the  cost  of  the  museum  project  for  the  proposed 
oenter,  but  that  he  couldn't  be  specific  about  where,  except  that  the  entire 
block  would  be  torn  down  and  the  Planning  Department  (currently  housed  there) 
would  be  relocated. 

Commissioner  Rodriguez  stated  his  concerns  that  the  proposal  did  not  address 
the  live/work  issue  for  artists  living  in  the  region.   Mr.  Kish  replied  that 
housing  "did  not  pencil,"  and  was  too  costly  for  the  area  and  that  the 
synergy  between  the  retail  and  the  museum  lends  itself  to  retail  support  for 
the  museum.   He  invited  Commissioner  Rodriguez  to  present  a  proposal  that 
would  permit  an  economic  program  that  would  support  housing  on  that  block. 
Mr.  Kish  requested  to  table  the  subject  so  that  he  could  continue  to  report 
on  the  grant  applicaton.   Mr.  Kish  apologized  for  the  condition  of  the  grant 
application.  hut..s^te4  there  were  only  two  major  parts  in  the  application 
tne  project  descriptio'n  which  is  the  summary  of  the  feasibility  study  for 
the  multi-museum  -  Item  4, and  the  budget.   Discussion  ensued  again  on  the 
condition  of  the  grant  application,  the  gaps,  and  the  first-name  references. 
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VII.   OLD  BUSINESS  (cont'd.) 

Mr.  Kish  stated  that  a  typed,  complete  document  would  be  submitted 
to  the  NEA  but  that  the  other  parts  of  the  application,  other  than 
the  project  description  and  the  budget,  needed  to  be  completed  by 
the  Friends  of  the  S.F.  Arts  Commission. 

Ms.  Jeanne  Bogardus,  Executive  Director  of  the  Friends  of  the  Arts 
stated  that  the  Board  of  the  Friends  would  not  consider  submitting 
a  grant  application  to  the  NEA  without  prior  approval  of  the  Arts 
Commission  and  she  stated  also  that  the  proposal  needed  a  great  deal 
of  work  and  detail  and  she  suggested  that  if  the  Director,  Claire 
Isaacs,  could  not  devote  further  time,  than  perhaps  Mr.  Kish 
should  consider  hiring  a  profesisonal  grant  writer. 

Commissioner  Warburg  stated  that  the  crux  of  the  situation,  whether 
or  not  the  Commission  would  approve  the  grant  application,  was  the 
determination  of  what  the  official  position  of  the  Arts  Commission 
would  be  with  regard  to  the  application.   Mr.  Kish  requested  permission 
to  outline  the  rest  of  the  application  and  read   the  description  of 
the  proposed  building  that,  he  continued,  could  also  be  a  home  for 
the  Arts  Commission  Gallery.   He  stated  that  it  had  been  recommended  by 
Piero  Patri  that  there  should  be  a  steering  committee  comprised  of 
the  major  art  museums,  art  advisors,  smaller  museums  and  the  Arts 
Commission. 

Commissioner  Rockrise  stated  that  Mr.  Kish  should  have  procured 
approval,  by  resolution,  of  all  the  bodies  mentioned  in  the  grant 
application,  to  be  on  the  steering  committee.   In  reply  to  Mrs. 
Phillips  query,  Mr.  Kish  stated  that  no  formal  presentation  had 
been  made  to  any  major  institution  mentioned  in  the  grant  application 
and  she  requested  that  Mr.  Kish  strike  the  Fine  Arts  Museum's  name 
from  the  application.   Mr.  Kish  stated  that  he  would. 

Commissioner  Rodriguez  stated  that  he  did  not  think  the  Arts  Commission 
should  take  on  another  cultural  center  in  that  there  was  lack  of 
funds  for  the  existing  centers'  renovations. 

Commissioner  LaRocca  stated  that  there  were  too  many  unanswered 
questions  and  that  Mr.  Kish  should  make  a  more  definitive  submittal 
with  all  the  details  before  the  Commission  could  be  expected  to 
vote  approval  for  this  grant  application.  Mr.  Kish  replied  that 
the  particulars  were  covered,  later  on,  in  the  material  -  the  report 
by  the  Economic  Research  Associates  would  answer  many  of  the 
Commission's  questions.   Commissioner  Rockrise  stated  that  although 
the  Economic  Research  Associates  were  an  esteemed  firm,  they  had 
not  had  notable  experience  in  the  art  world  economics  and  that 
the  issues  of  community  cooperation  and  the  cultural  spirit  would 
come  with  the  consent  and  support  of  the  other  art  institutions. 
Mr.  Kish  replied  that  Mr.  Ron  Eggerman,  Deputy  Director  of  the 
University  Art  Museum  had  been  his  consultant  and  would  coordinate 
the  gap  between  the  ERA,  Skidmore,  Merril  and  Owings,  and  the 
retail  part.   Mr.  Kish  stated  that  this  proposal  was  a  real  opportunity 
for  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  and  the  arts  to  move  ahead 
and  have  something  special  for  the  City.   Mr.  Rockrise  stated  that 
the  Commission  could  not  vote  approval  of  the  application  on  faith 
of  supporting  evidence. 
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Mr.  Klsh  reiterated  that  the  proposal  was  a  fine  opportunity  because 
the  NEA  Design  Arts  Program  was  very  excited  about  the  concept  of 
the  combined  retail,  the  performing  and  visual  arts  narrative  he 
had  submitted  to  them.   He  stated  that  the  ERA  document  answered  the 
majority  of  questions.  He  continued  reporting  on  the  summary  of 
the  proposed  feasibility  study. 

At  the  conclusion  of  Mr.  Kish's  report.  Commissioner  Hanson  inquired 
why,  as  a  venture  capitalist,  Mr.  Kish  had  not  set  up  a  non-profit 
foundation  that  represents  the  cultural  sections.   She  stated  that 
the  proposal  seemed  unrealistic  without  a  basis  for  understanding 
what  guarantee  the  public  would   have  for  this  coalition.   Mr. 
Kish  replied  that  there  were  no  guarantees,  other  than  that  he  would 
spend  all  his  effort  and  time  to  work  on  the  project. 

Director  Isaacs  stated  that  she  had  spent  two  and  a  half  hours  with 

Mr.  Kish  advising  him  and  that  she  could  not  expend  more  time  and 

that  she  was  concerned  about  the  work  load  for  the  Director  of 

the  Friends  of  the  Arts  in  relation  to  monitoring  the  grant.   She 

stated  also  that  she  had  ambivalent  feelings  about  the  proposal 

and  the  grant  application  and  that  she  could  not  make  a  reccmmendation 

to  the  Commission.   The  Director  also  stated  her  concern  that  the 

Arts  Commission  involvement  might  later  compromise  approval  of  the 

design  by  the  Civic  Design  Committee.   Further  discussion  ensued 

and  Mr.  Kish  reported  that  he  had  come  to  the  Arts  Commission  on 

the  recommendation  of  Deputy  Mayor,  Peter  Henschel  when  he  had 

inquired  on  an  appropriate  City  agency  with  a  non-profit  tax 

reporting  status.   Director  of  the  Friends,  Jeanne  Bogardus 

inquired  if  Mr.  Kish  had  a  contingency  plan  for  the  proposal 

and  Mr.  Kish  stated  that  other  supporters  would  finance  the  study 

if  the  grant  application  was  denied.   Ms.  Bogardus  then  asked  where 

the  matching  funds  would  derive.   Mr.  Kish  replied  that  the  NEA  Design 

Arts  Program  director  had  suggested  that  he  send  support/endorsement  letters 

at  a  later  time.   He  stated  that  the  organizers  and  CVA  would  solicit  the 

matching  funds.   Director  Isaacs  stated  that  the  application  would  be 

strengthened  if  the  source  of  matching  funds  would  be  stated  in  the  application. 

Mr.  Kish  stated  that  he  could  not  name  conditional  grants  and  at  this  point  did 

not  have  an  application  to  give  to  other  organizations. 

Ms.  Bogardus  inquired  why  the  contingency  revenues  had  not  been  included  on 
the  grant  application.  Mr.  Kish  stated  that  the  NEA  will  expect  additional 
information  but  that  a  completed  application  was  due  October  1st  that  con- 
tained only  items  numbered  4,  6,  and  9  and  site  photography. 

Commissioner  Warburg  stated  to  Mr.  Kish  that  he  doubted  that  a  perfected 
application  with  the  Arts  Commission  approval  would  be  ready  by  October 
1st,  the  NEA  deadline  for  submission.   Commissioner  Hanson  stated  that 
the  Arts  Commission  did  not  act  as  an  umbrella  organization  for  grants 
because  of  the  fact  that  any  participation  by  the  Commission  is  taken 
as  an  endorsement,  and  that  there  were  non-profits  that  did  serve  that 
function.   She  then  reported  that  she  did  not  feel  that  the  Commission 
had  been  given  adequate  information  to  vote  on  the  authorization  for 
the  grant  application. 
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Commissioner  Rockrise  submitted  a  motion  to  table  the  subject  until 
such  time  that  a  completed  and  well-documented  grant  application, 
with  support  letters  from  all  organizations  mentioned  in  the 
application;  it  was  seconded  and  unanimously  approved.

President  Nemerovski  reminded  the  Commission  of  the  Awards  of  Honor 
banquet  that  is  to  take  place  at  the  Portman  Hotel  on  October  15th. 
She  stated  that  it  will  be  a  beautiful  occasion  for  all  of  the 
honorees,  presenters,  artists,  Friends  of  the  Arts  and  Commissioners.

Ex-Officio  member  and  Library  Commission  President,  Mr.  Edward  Bransten, 
reported  to  the  Commission  on  the  news  article  that  had  appeared  that  day 
about  the  Mayor's  State  of  the  City  statement  regarding  "a  fresh  look 
for  Civic  Center,"  which   specfically  stated  her  proposal  for  a  new  main 
library  on  Marshall  Square  on  the  southeast  corner  of  Civic  Center. 
He  stated  that  the  Mayor  had  disclosed  that  it  was  her  recommendation 
the  present  library  building  be  used  for  additional  court  space  or 
transfer  of  the  Asian  Art  Museum  from  Golden  Gate  Park  to  the 
library  site.  Continuing,  Commissioner  Bransten  stated  that  it  would 
take  a  tremendous  amount  of  money  to  convert  the  building  for  either 
use  but  that  the  building  should  be  preserved.   He  reported  that  the 
renovating  the  building  for  the  library's  continued  use  would  not  be 
practical  in  that  it  would  cost  as  much  as  a  new  building  and  the 
renovation  would  not  allow  space  for  growth  as  a  new  structure  would. 

III.   DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 


Director  Isaacs  reported  that  the  Street  Artist  Program  art  inspector 

had  accepted  a  promotional  position  at  the  Department  of  Public  Health. 

She  stated  also  that  it  was  a  loss  for  the  Commission,  especially  at 

this  time  -  the  holiday  season.   She  reported  that  she  would  be  filling 

the  position  as  soon  as  possible,  to  replace  Mr.  Wallace  Brown.   Additionally 

the  Director  reported  that  the  City  Collection  Registrar,  Debra  Lehane, 

had  delivered  a  baby  girl,  three  months  prematurely  and  that  she  had 

placed  a  moratorium  on  all  loans  of  artwork  in  the  City  Collection  . 

She  reported  taht  she  would  be  handling  the  unfinished  details  of 

the  Beach  Chalet  conservation  contracts,  that  Ms.  Lehane  had  been  working 

on. 
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III.  DIRECTOR'S  REPORT  (continued) 

Public  Art  Conference 

Public  Art  Coordinators,  Jill  Manton  and  Regina  Almaguer,  reported  Director  Isaacs, 
will  be  attending  an  important  public  art  conference  in  Philadelphia  October  8th 
through  11th.   She  said  thit  she  had  requested  from  Ms.  Manton  and  Almaguer,  detailed 
inforamtion  from  the  conference  on  how  other  major  cities  administer  their  public 
art  ordinance.   Shfe  stated  th^t  this  information  would  be  useful  in  that  the  San 
Ftancisco  ordinances  are  outdated  and  it  would  be  helpful  to  have  information  of  how 
other,  younger  art  in  public  place  programs  are  structured.

He 
stated  that  Mr.  Russ  Abel  (DPW/Bureau  of  Architecture)  would  be  the  project 
architect,  and  would  report  to  the  Civic  Design  Committee  on  the  status  of  each 
construction  and/or  renovtion  project  of  the  cultural  centers.   Director  Isaacs 
stated  her  appreciation,  to  Commissioner  Rockrise  on  behalf  of  the  staff,  for 
his  taking  active  and  detailed  interest  and  bringing  about  clarification  of  this 
situation  that  had  existed  for  many  years.   In  conclusion  of  his  report.  Commissioner 
Rockrise  requested  that  NAP  Director,  Anne-Marie  Theilen,  attend  the  Civic  Design 
Committee  Meetings  when  Mr.  Abel  would  be  reporting  on  the  cultural  centers' 
renovations . 

State/Local  Partnership  Committee  Report  -  Anna-Marie  Metwally,  Chair

Commissioner  LaRocca  reported  that  the  discussions  on  the  placement  of  the  Ashurbani- 
pal  statue  are  proceeding  and  had  been  proposed  for  placement  at  the  Main  Branch  of 
the  Public  Library. 

Civic  Design/Visual  Arts  Committee   Overlap 

Commissioner  Rockrise  reported  that  he  did  not  wish  to  start  a  confrontation,  but 
that  he  would  like  to  have  a  process  defined  by  which  the  art  enrichment  budgets 
for  every  City  project  was  ensured  .   Commissioner  Hanson  affirmed  Commissioner 
Rockrise 's  concerns  and  stated  that  there  are  instances  that  the  art  enrichment 
ordinance  is  not  complied  with.

Commissioner  Alley  requested  POPS  Consultant,  Dennis  Rumsey,  to  report.   Mr. 
Rumsey  reported  that  the  Commission  still  had  not  received  the  major  invoice 
from  the  S.F.  Symphony.   He  stated  that  the  minimum  profit  for  the  1987  POPS 
Concert  season  would  be  $210,000  and  that  it  included  fifty  percent  share  of 
the  El  Paso  Natural  Gas  Company  grant  which  was  approximately  $23,700. 
Continuing,  he  stated  that  this  was  a  twenty-one  percent  increase  from  1986, 
and  the  largest  amount  the  Commission  has  earned.   He  stated  that  the  Symphony 
bill  would  be  paid  and  a  final/firm  figure  would  be  delivered  at  the  November 
Commission  Meeting.   The  Commission  applauded  the  report  and  President  Nemerovski 
stated  that  some  of  this  profit  will  be  set  aside  as  "start-up"  money  for  the 
1988  POPS  Concert  Season.

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Commissioner  LaRocca  stated  there  would  be  no  President's  Report  with 
the  exception  of  the  announcement  that  there  would  be  a  presentation 
of  the  proposed  Civic  Design  Civic  Center  concept  to  the  Civic  Design 
Committee  at  the  meeting  of  November  17th  at  3:00  p.m.   He  stated  that 
the  Department  of  Parks  and  Recreation  will  present  their  concepts 
and  recommendations  for  Civic  Center. 

DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 

Director  Isaacs  welcomed  the  newly  appointed  Assistant  Director, 
Dennis  Rumsey,  to  the  Arts  Commission.   She  stated  that  she  had 
received  over  fifty  applications  and  had  interviewed  twenty-six 
extremely  well-  qualified  individuals.   Continuing,  she  reported  that 
Mr.  Rumsey' s  unique  skills  in  budgeting   and  personnel  management,  and 
his  public  and  private  administration  experience  in  the  arts,  along  with 
his  successful  performance  as  the  POPS  consultant,  were  the  deciding 
factors  of  his  appointment.   The  Director  then  acknowledged  Mr.  Rumsey 
and  staff  for  their  expedient  work  on  each  program  budget,  in  preparation 
for  program  allocation  and  a  spending  plan  from  the  Public  Art  Fund. 


California  Confederation  of  the  Arts  Conference 

Director  Isaacs  reported  she  had  attended  the  CCA  Conference,  October 
29th  and  30th.   She  stated  that  she  had  met  with  other  arts  organizations' 
directors  at  the  conference  to  organize  a  new,  state-wide  organization, 
California  Assembly  of  Local  Arts  Agencies  of  which  she  had  been  elected 
a  Board  member. 

Montreal  Chamber  of  Commerce 


The  Director  reported  she  had  attended,  as  a  guest  speaker,  a 
Montreal  Chamber  of  Commerce  conference  for  business  and  developers. 
She  briefed  the  Commission  on  the  recent  exodus  of  200,000  English 
speaking  citizens,  due  toy^^secession  and  the  recent  reorganization  of 
the  financial  and  business  structure  of  that  City  by  the  French 
population.

Lengthy  discussion  ensued  and  in  conclusion 

Commissioner  LaRocca  enjoined  the  Director  to  obtain,  from  the  CAO, 

clarification  of  procedures  and  guidelines  for  future  proposals; 

it  was  the  concensus  of  the  Commis-sion  in  that  the  CAO  had  stated 

one  reason  was  the  possibility  of  intrusive  sounds  on  the  workplace, 

that  the  Director  should  not  further  pursue  the  issue.   In  conclusion, 

and  in  reply  to  Commisaioner  Eichelbaum's  query,  the  Gallery  Director, 

Ms.  Meissner  reported  that  the  artist.  Bill  Fontana  had  proposed  an 

alternative  project  for  the  outdoor  Gallery  space. 

Civic  Design  Review  Committee  Report  -  George  Rockrise,  Chair 

Market  Street  Improvement  Program 

Commissioner  Rockrise  reported  that  it  is  within  the  perogrative  of  the 
Arts  Commission  to  approve  or  disapprove  proposals  for  the  Market  Street 
Improvement  Program  relative  to  detail  and  quality  of  the  workmanship.   He 
reported  on  the  Committee's  activities  and  the  subsequent  events  that  had 
taken  place.   Commissioner  LaRocca  stated  that  he  had  been  inteirviewed 
by  Channel  4  television  and  that  he  had  stated  that  the  Market  Street 
cross  walk  had  been  torn  up  because  the  work  and  materials  used  had  been  inferior 
and  that, had  the  Coimnission  approved  the  work, it  would  have  been  a  remission 
of  duty  and  a  further  waste.       The  City  would  be  saving  approximately 
$300,000  per  year  that  is  currently  expended  for  replacement  and  maintenance 
of  the  brick  sidewalks  by  laying  the  proposed  sandblasted  concrete  with 
small,  agregate  chips  and  granite  set  in  the  concrete.   Director  Isaacs 
reported  on  the  Mayor's  call  to  her  and  stated  that  it  was  her  concern 
that  the  media  had  attempted  to  set  the  two  City  departments  (DPW  and 
Arts  Commission)  against  eachother  and  that  she  was  prepared  to  defend 
the  Commission's  position  that  the  social  concerns  of  the  City  are  inter- 
related with  the  aesthetics.   She  and  Commissioner  Rockrise  thanked 
Commissioner  LaRocca  for  responding  to  the  issue  as  he  had. 

Cultural  Centers  Renovation 

Commissioner  Rockrise  reported  that  the  City  Architect's  office  would  be 
monitoring  the  project  architect's  progress  and  Mr.  Russ  Abel,  DPW, 
Bureau  of  Architecture  would  make  progress  reports  to  the  Civic  Design 
Committee.

Ms.  Theilen  then  stated  her  concerns  regarding  the 

Bayview  Opera  House  Cultural  Center  and  she  reported  that  she  would 

be  meeting  with  the  Consortium  about  safety  of  the  building  and 

the  neighborhood  concerns.

President  Nemerovski  reported  that  she  had  been  asked  to  encourage 
all  Commissioners  to  attend  the  Edward  J.  DeBartolo  farewell  dinner 
for  Mayor  Feinstein  at  the  Fairmont  Hotel,  Friday,  December  11th.

Director  Isaacs  stated  that  the  CAC  would  not  reconsider  and  she  had  been 
advised  by  by  them  to  increase  the  annual  grant  application  for  the 
State/Local  Program  to  include  the  amount  usually  applied  for  by  the 
Gallery  with  the  notation  that  the  grant  would  be  "a  council  mandated 
request." 

City  Budget 

The  Director  reported  that  the  City  is  in  a  deficit  situation  and  each  month 
another  situation  arises,  e.g.  loss  of  revenue  from  sale  of  water  and  power, 
Secretary  Hodel's  proposal  to  remove  Hetch-Hetchy  damn;  the  comparable  worth 
legislation,  and  the  recent  10-million  dollar  loss  due  to  the  abolition  of 
the  utility-users  tax  in  San  Francisco.   She  stated  that  the  Arts  Commission, 
as  a  non-essential  service,  had  always  taken  the  brunt  of  funding  cuts  and 
that  currently  there  are  indications  that  more  cuts  will  be  taken  from  the 
current  budget.   Director  Isaacs  also  reported  that  due  to  the  mayoral  election 
she  had  not  received  the  88-89  budget  preparation  instructions  or  policy 
description  and  that  the  process  is  delayed.   She  reported  also  that  Supervisor 
Walker  had  pending  legislation  before  the  Board  of  Supervisors  that  would 
freeze  all  positions  to  prevent  hiring  in  all  departments  to  prevent  a  budget 
deficit  in  the  current  fiscal  year  and  that  the  Controller's  Office   is 
currently  enforcing  that  pending  legislation.   These  recent  events,  she 
stated,  had  threatened  the  Arts  Commission's  street  art  inspector  position 
and  the  soon  to  be  vacant  Registrar's  position. 

Wall  of  Fame 

Director  Isaacs  reported  that  she  had  been  attending  the  Wall  of  Fame 
Committee  meetings.   The  Wall  of  Fame  was  legislated  by  Supervisor  Wendy 
Nelder  and  the  Director  and  Commissioner  Rodriguez  serve  on  that  committee. 

Civic  Center  Master  Plan 

Ms.  Isaacs  announced  that  the  Civic  Center  Master  Plan  that  Commissioner 
Rockrise  had  been  working  on  for  many  months  had  been  published  and  she  would 
see  that  each  Commissioner  would  receive  a  copy.   She  reported  that  she  felt 
it  was  an  excellent  document  about  the  future  of  the  Civic  Center  and  that  it 
included  the  history  of  the  Center  and  also,  the  material  prepared  by  Dick 
Hedmon  of  the  Planning  Department.   In  conclusion  she  stated  that  the  Arts 
Commission  had  been  mentioned,  and  the  Commission's  needs  had  not  been  articualted 
strongly  enough  and  that  Commissioner  Rockrise  had  recommended  an  architect 
volunteer  from  the  AIA  who  will  assist  her  in  developing  a  space  requirement 
for  the  Arts  Commission's  present  and  future  needs.

RESOLVED,  That  the  Arts  Commission  does  hereby  authorize 
the  transfer  of  funds  from  the  NAC,  for  the  Bayview  Opera  House 
that  are  on  account,  be  transferred  with  full  accounting  to 
the  Friends  of  the  Arts." 

In  conclusion  of  the  Committee  report,  Anne  Marie  Theilen  distributed  the 
20-year  retrospective  report  on  the  program. 

State-Local  Partnership  Program  Committee  Report  -  Anna-Marie  Metwally,  Chair 

Commissioner  Metwally  requestedArthouse  Director,  Margie  O'Driscoll,  to  report. 
Ms.  O'Driscoll  stated  that  she  had  attended  a  Live/Work  Conference  in  Tuscon, 
Arizona  and  had  been  a  guest  speaker.   She  reported  that  Tuscon  had  recently 
developed  an  artists  district  and  they  had  requested  input  about  San  Francisco's 
live-work  space  and  programs  and  that  she  had  had  discussions  with  artists,  there, 
about  the  S.F.  Hunter's  Point  area,  the  loan  fund  and  the  Grants  for  the  Arts. 

President  Nemerovski  inquried  what  plans  had  been  prioritized  in  the  event  the 
NEA  grant  was  not  approved.   Leah  Forbes,  Program  Director  stated  that  if  match- 
ing funds  are  not  received  the  program  would  not  be  able  to  publish  the  for-profit 
arts  sector  survey,  and  that  it  probably  would  not  be  possible  to  document  the 
meetings  with  video  taping,  as  had  been  anticipated.   In  reply  to  the  President's 
query,  Ms.  Forbes  stated  that  the  way  the  matching  requirement  works   is  that 
prorated  salaries  are  accepted  as  match  and  that  she  would  be  requesting,  from 
the  NEA,  an  extension  through  next  year. 
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VI.   COMMITTEE  REPORTS  (cont'd.) 

Commissioner  Hanson  requested  an  update  on  the  small  business/artists  space 
area  in  Hunter's  Point.   Ms.  Driscoll  reported  that  it  was  her  understanding 
that  the  Port  Commission  would  be  presented  a  resolution,  from  the  Mayor's 
Office,  recommending  the  Port  to  open  Pier  70  for  artists.   In  conclusion, 
she  stated  that  it  was  more  of  an  advising  resolution  rather  than  one  that 
is  binding.   In  reply  to  Commissioner  Hanson's  questio'n,  Ms.  O'Driscoll 
reported  that  there  is  a  graduated  timeline  for  the  small  business  persons 
and  artists  to  vacate  the  Hunter's  Point  area  beginning  July,  1988. 

Visual  Arts  Committee  Program  Report  -  Robert  LaRocca,  Chair 

Commissioner  LaRocca  reported  that  the  Committee  had  met  with  DPW,  Waste  Management 
and  the  Bureau  of  Architecture  representatives  for  the  purpose  of  discussion  about 
selection  of  a  sculptor  to  work  on  a  new  sewage  transport  system  at  the  Candle- 
stick off  ramp  -  a  $4,000,000  project. 

Commissioner  LaRocca  submitted  the  motion  that  the  following  resolutions  be 
adopted;  they  were  seconded  and  unanimously  approved:
